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New Orleans, June lo, 1889. 

To the Library Committee : 

Gentlemen — In presenting my first report I beg to begin 
with a brief statement of the work done. The labor of unpack- 
ing tlje books was begun January 2. The several lots of books 
were arranged upon the shelves by themselves, and in alpha- 
betical order, to facilitate the checking of the invoices. As the 
invoices were checked the source and cost of each book were 
marked on the first page after the title-page. The volumes 
were then carefully collated to see that each was perfect, and a 
private mark was put in each one for its identification in case of 
loss, and the name of the Library was embossed. upon the 87th 
page. 

The volumes were then entered in the accession book in the 
order of the dates of the invoices, and those books which had 
been presented to the Library under the dates of their receipt, 
ancl the accession number was stamped at the bottom of the 
first page after the title-page. The book-plates were next 
pasted on the inside of the front covers. This done the name of 
the Library was embossed upon each full-page engraving, plate 
and map in each volume, except in the case of some books of 
engravmgs where the paper was too thick to admit of this being 
easily done. 

The alcoves were meanwhile assigned to the several depart- 
ments of the decimal classification adopted, and printed labels, 
bearing the number and heading of the several classes, were 
adjusted in japanned holders to the shelves in the order of the 
classes, showing the relative arrangement of the books and 
their ultimate positions. The work of classifying the books 
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was also commenced, beginning with the departments most 
likely to be first called for by the public. We were thus 
enabled to get the nearly 9000 volumes in the Library into such 
condition that we opened to the public for use by day on the 
6th of March, two months after getting possession of the 
building, a record unprecedented in the history of libraries. 

The careful and excellent work of our corps of assistants, 
who were at the beginning all new to library work, enabled me 
to push the classifying and arranging of the books so rapidly 
that, beginning on May i, the Library was opened to the public 
for evening use until 10 o'clock, and on Sunday afternoons 
from April 28 from i to 6 o'clock. As fast as the books were 
classified and arranged the class numbers, and a number repre- 
senting the author's name, were stamped upon the book-plate 
and on the back of the title-page in each volume. 

I began work January 2 with two assistants, which number 
was increased to seven by the 14th. March 7 Mrs. Laura F. 
Hinsdale entered upon the duties of Assistant Librarian. 

Having selected my assistants from strangers to myself per- 
sonally, and, with the exception of Mrs. Hinsdale, all unfamiliar 
with the work to be done, I beg to express my great pleasure 
and satisfaction at the zeal and faithfulness with which one and 
all adapted themselves to, and successfully performed, all the 
duties assigned them, and to congratulate them on a record not 
only unsurpassed but unequaled in my previous knowledge of 
library work. Without making any invidious distinctions, I 
feel it but justly due to Mrs. Babcock to note the fact that from 
January 22 to March 22 she recorded in the accession book 
8574 volumes, giving to each the name of the author, a brief 
title, name of publisher, place of publication, date, number of 
pages, size, source and cost. 

Some 2500 cards for the card catalog of the books had been 
prepared before my coming to New Orleans. The making of 
the card catalog was assigned to Miss K. Bres, who quickly 
showed exceptional fitness for the work. From January 10 to 
June I she has written 81 19 author and title cards, making in 
all about 10,500 cards, which she has also arranged alphabet- 
ically in the drawers in the catalog case, where the public 
has free access to them. 

To June i, 8981 volumes and 560 pamphlets have been re- 
ceived. Of these 8334 volumes and 420 pamphlets were from 






Miss Annie T. Howard; 318 volumes and 2 pamphlets were 
from Frank T. Howard ; 139 volumes and 28 pamphlets from 
Wm. T. Howard; 190 volumes and no pamphlets from 
various donors as per alphabetical list appended. On the 26th 
April, Dr. W. H. Watkins presented to the Library an auto- 
graph letter of Henry Clay, written at Ashland, June 2, 1848. 
On the 3d of May, Mrs. L. Dolhonde presented an autograph 
letter of Thomas Jefferson, written at Monticello, September 
20, 1808, accompanied by a small engraved portrait of Jefferson 
and a copy of the Moniteur de la Louisiane^ le 16 Aout, 1804. 

At a meeting of the Library Committee held early in May 
the following ladies were appointed as the regular Library staff:

The library day was fixed at eight hours, and the month at 
200 hours. When the Library was opened evenings the hours 
of work were so arranged that the assistants were on duty 
two together alternately from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m., and from 2 
to 10 p. M. 

From the 8th to the i6th of May the Librarian was absent 
attending the conference of the American Library Association 
at St. Louis. He returned on the latter date, escorting twenty- 
seven librarians on a post-conference excursion to this city, 
where they remained over three days enjoying the hospitalities 
extended to them. They expressed themselves as particularly 
pleased with their visit to the Library, also with the reception 
given them by the Louisiana Jockey Club, and with the dinner 
at Moreau's tendered by the Secretary and Treasurer of the 

Board of Trustees.

From June to November 30 3646 volumes and 327 pam- 
phlets were added to the Library, making the whole number of 
volumes 12,627, ^^^ ^^ pamphlets, exclusive of numbers of pe- 
riodicals and less 30 bound in 18 volumes, 857. Of these, 2238 
volumes and 18 pamphlets were the gift of William T. Howard ; 
862 volumes and 48 pamphlets were bequeathed to the Library 
by the late Mrs. Flora Levy Gayle and received September 20 ; 



319 volumes and 115 piimphlets, besides a large number of un- 
bound periodicals, are medical works presented by D. C. Hol- 
liday, Jr., from the medical library of the late Daniel C. Holli- 
day, M. D, The remainder were from various donors, whose 
names appear in the full alphabetical list appended. 

Mrs. Hinsdale in June took charge of the arduous work of 
assigning the classification numbers to the hooks, and of writ- 
ing the shelf lists of the several departments. These lists have 
all been written out, and those for the departments of Fine Arts, 
Literature, Theology, and Biography and History, have been 
revised by the Librarian, and copied on the typewriter by Miss 
Mitchell, and the sheets, placed in binders, constitute a classi- 
fied subject catalog for the use of the public as well as the 
Library staff. The amount of labor involved was very great 
and the work was vigorously pushed during the summer months. 
The revision of the lists for the other departments, tempoiarily 
suspended by the influx of new books since October i, will be 
shortly resumed, the new books will be inserted in their places 
in the lists, and we shall then have a complete typewritten 
classified subject catalog of the Library. 

From June i to December i 3133 cards have been added to 
the card catalog by Miss Bres, raising the number to about 
13,1500. In cataloguing the new books received since the first of 
October, subject cards as well as author and title cards have 
been made for each book. 

Early in July the Library Committee voted to allow a month's 
vacation to each of the assistants, to be so arranged that no 
more than two should be away at the same time. It was also 
decided to close the Library evenings during the months of 
August and September. 

The whole number of visitors for the nine months ending 

November 30 has been 37,115; of readers 13,543, of these 

5415 of periodicals, S138 of books, and the latter have called 

for 11,255 volumes, 35S7 or .318 being fiction. In this connec- 

it must be remembered that these figures do not include 

very full use which has been made of the encyclopedias, 

snaries and other reference books in the Reference book- 

, of which no record has been kept. • • • The pro- 

onate use of the several departments is as follows : Fiction, 

; History, .32 ; Literature, . 17 ; Sociology, .06 ; Fine Arts, 



.055 ; Natural Science, .05 ; Philology, .04 ; Theology, .033 ; 
Useful Arts, .03; Philosophy, .015; and General Works, .01. 

Among the gratifying features of the use of the Library is 
the almost daily use of our encyclopedias and historical works, 
and books on general literature, by the pupils of the public 
schools, in connection with their regular studies and literary 
exercises. In most instances they'are given the books to con- 
sult for themselves, while on the more difficult points investi- 
gated full assistance is rendered. We have frequent inquiries, 
also, from young men connected with debating societies, for 
books relating to the subjects for debate; and the literary and 
art students of the H. Sophie Newcomb College have found 
much of interest to them upon our shelves. 

The table of statistics appended shows a steady increase in 
the use of the Library. While the class Fiction leads the list 
in percentage of books used, it is less than one-half the percent- 
age usually reported in libraries whose books are circulated. It 
is not to be expected that the opening of a Reference Library 
in a community will at once change the settled habits of the 
people of maturer years ; their use of the Library will come 
about gradually, as occasion may require them to consult its 
treasures to settle some mooted question of more than ordinary 
interest. If it prove a center of attraction to younger people, 
especially the young men and women whose habits of life are 
forming, and to the pupils of the schools as a pleasant source 
of light to dissipate some of the clouds overshadowing their 
pathway to knowledge, silently but surely turning their thoughts 
and interest to " these hoards of wealth you can unlock at 
will,*' the success of the Library is assured. 

Our nine months* experience shows that this institution is 
already well established in popular favor ; as its liberal privi- 
leges and valuable collections become more widely known it 
will be still more thoroughly and heartily appreciated.

To the Library Committee : 

Gentlemen — I would respectfully siibmit below my annual 
report for the year ending November 30. 

The whole number of volumes added during the year has 
been 3766 and of pamphlets 396, making the total number of 
volumes in the library at the end of the year 16,393, ^"^ ^^ 
pamphlets (less seventy-five bound in twenty-five volumes in- 
cluded in the Murray books) 117S. These were received from 
the following sources : Mr. Charles H. Murray, 2241 volumes 
with 1 1 pamphlets and an autograph letter of Serigny, brother of 
Iberville, dated May 3, 1700; Mrs. Col. Thomas H. Hunt, 167 
volumes ; fifty-six volumes from the son of the late Oscar 
Isnard ; thirty-seven volumes and twenty-four pamphlets from 
J. W. Blackman; eighty-five pamphlets from the Boston Public 
Library ; and the remainder from various donors whose names 
appear in the alphabetical list which accompanies this report. 
I would call special attention to three rare and valuable vol- 
umes in folio, the gift of Mr. John F. Simpson, of McKenny & 
Hall's History of the Indian Tribes of North America, with 120 
colored portraits of Indians, from original paintings in the pos- 
session of the War Department at Washington ; and also to 
twenty-three volumes of fine French works from Mrs. F. B. 
Howard, including eleven volumes of the Geographic Univer- 
selle of Elisee Reclus. 

Miss Etta Macaulay, of New York City, has donated a set 
of the Century Dictionary in fine binding, four volumes of 
which have been received, and the others will follow as fast as 
published. In the Murray donation will be found an elegant 
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copy of Owen Jones' Grammar of Ornament, the original 
edition in elephant folio. A set of the Chronicles of Great 
Britain and Ireland during the Middle Ages ; sets of the 
Quarterly Review, Atlantic Monthly, Edinburg Review, Van 
Nostrand's Eclectic Engineering Magazine, Punch, Parker 
Society publications, the English and Foreign. Philosophical 
Library, Triibner's Oriental series, the Ante-Nicene Christian 
Fathers, the Ruined Abbeys of Britain and the Bankside 
Shakespeare. 

In addition to these gifts of books, the Library has received 
from Miss Annie T. Howard a fine oak clock made by Tiffany, 
of New York, for the reading room, three handsome oak 
library desks for the use of the lady assistants, six additional 
white oak alcove tables, nine folding steps for alcove use, and 
a handsome and improved case for the oflScial card catalog, 
with a cabinet case. She has also presented a proof set of ten 
very large and choice etchings. These gifts, with two fine 
French bronze busts of Shakespeare and Michael Angelo, 
received in November from the same donor, show with what 
ever-increasing regard the generous founder watches the in- 
terests and success of the Library. 

The whole number of visitors for the year has been 45,548 ; 
of readers, 33,805; of these 16,736 of periodicals, 17,069 of 
books, and the latter have called for 25,026 volumes, 8080 or 
.323 being fiction, an increase of but one-half of one per cent, 
on the percentage of fiction read last year. Omitting the 
statistics for the first quarter of the year, and comparing the 
figures for the nine months corresponding to those in which the 
Library was' open in 1889, we have the following results : 
Increase in the number of visitors, .07; of whole number of 
readers, .80; of periodical readers, .123;. of book readers, 
.53; of books used, .62, and of percentage of fiction, .015. 

The proportionate use of the several departments is as fol- 
lows : Fiction, .323 ; Literature, . 197 ; Histoiy, . 196 ; Sociology, 
.06 ; Fine Arts, .059 ; Natural Science, .045 ; Useful Arts, .038 ; 
Theology, .035': General Works, .025; Philosophy, .013; Phi- 
lology, .009. In this connection it should be remembered that 
the statistics do not include the very free use made of the ency- 
clopedias and dictionaries in the case outside of the delivery 
desk, to which the public has free access.

During the year the public card catalog has been in- 
creased by 8764 author, title and subject cards, making the 
whole number 22,264, ^"^ ^^^^ guides bearing printed labels 
•have been inserted, greatly facilitating the use of the catalog. 
The Murray books as fast as received have been fully cata- 
logued, and the insertion of these cards, 3093 in number, in the 
card catalog for the public, has made it necessary to use both 
card cases outside of the delivery desk. The official card cata- 
log has been revised and increased to 8539 cards. 

The floor of the periodical room and in front of the delivery 
desk has been covered with manilla matting, and strips of a 
lighter material have been placed upon the portions of the book 
room most traversed. 

The Library Committee at their meeting in June voted that 
the Library should be closed at 6 o'clock p. m. from July 15 
to September 15 ; a vacation of thirty-five days was granted 
to each member of the staff, which was so adjusted that but two 
of the ladies were away at the same time. While absent the 
Librarian attended the twelfth annual conference of the A^^eri- 
can Library Association, at the Fabyan House in the White 
Mountains, and had the honor of reading before the Associa- 
tion a paper on ''How the books were bought for our Library." 

A notable work in the interest of the Library has been kept 
up through the year by Mrs. L. F. Hinsdale, in preparing for 
the leading papers, at an average of three columns per week, a 
series of articles on special topics, thus bringing before the 
public the resources of the Library in respect to each subject. 

Besides issuing to more than double the number of readers 

more than twice as many volumes as were handled last year, 

the JLibrary assistants have done the necessary work upon the 

new books received. In advancing the work of the Library to 

its present status, the lady assistants have all done hard and 

faithful work.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

To the Board of Trustees of the Howard Memorial Library : 

I have the honor of presenting to you the report of the ac- 
tivities of the library for the year ending November 30, iqiS. 

The outstanding characteristic of the work of the library 
for the year has been the continued effort to improve the serv- 
ice and to make our resources more available. Though no spe- 
cial publicity has been given the library a small but fairly con- 
stant and appreciative patronage has continued. The number 
of readers was not what it should have been and it seems now 
that the time has come for advertising ourselves to the com- 
munity. The library is constantly demonstrating to a too small 
number of readers that it can give practical help to its users 
in all walks of life on practically any subject of interest. It is 
the wish of those in charge of the library to be of the highest 
possible service to the community. The library contains a 
wealth of material probably little known to a majority of resi- 
dents of the city. The library stands ready also to dbtain for 
its users from other and richer collections material asked for 
which may not be at hand. More systematic efforts in making 
known our wish and ability to be of practical service should 
now be carried on until a more general attendance is secured. 

The patronage of the library at present comes chiefly 
from several well-defined classes of readers. There are the 
many who know something of the library's resources in his- 
tory — particularly in the history of Louisiana and the Missis- 
sippi Valley. There is a fairly constant use of the library by 
those interested in education — teachers from the schools, fac- 
ulty members from the various collegiate institutions, students 
led thither on their own initiative or through the suggestions 
of those directing their work. A good many persons doing 
literary work of one form or another are here from day to day — 
newspaper writers at all seasons, writers at work on books or 
special articles very frequently. Genealogical workers are near- 
ly always present. Readers with inquiries on very practical 
questions, such as material for an advertising campaign, for an 
engineering or a chemical problem, for suggestions in work in 
the fine arts, public speakers interested in the preparation of 
addresses — all are here from time to time. None are here, how- 



ever, in sufficiently large numbers. The benefits which the 
library has to offer should be more generally known and valued. 
The institution should be used to its fullest capacity, especially 
in the winter months. What is now so much appreciated by a 
few should be enjoyed by many whose needs and problems are 
similar. 

It is especially desired that the library may become more 
useful in a practical way in the development of interests in 
which the community is vitally concerned. With this thought 
in mind the library has purchased, among other things during 
the past year a fairly complete file of a leading journal dealing 
with citrus fruits and a complete set of the publications of the 
National Pecan Growers Association, Many books relating to 
Latin America were added. A considerable number of books 
relating to the production and marketing of furs and one fur 
journal were provided. Efforts were made to increase the 
library's material on the economic life of the South and partic- 
ularly on industries of interest in Louisiana, such as those re- 
lating to sugar, cotton, rice, bananas, shipping and the uses of 
tropical woods. 

Many of these additions were made because of inquiries 
which developed the fact that little material was to be found 
locally on these subjects, all of which are of the greatest impor- 
tance industrially to the life of the community. The library, 
by giving close heed to local needs is in a position to make itself 
a decided asset in matters of economic importance to the peo- 
ple of this region. 

The library also needs to make better known to the people 
of the city its wealth of source material, much of which has 
been on the shelves for a long time. During the past year one 
reader or another has expressed surprise at learning for the 
first time of the existence in the library of a set of the Chron- 
icles and Memorials oj Great Britain in Mediei^al Times, of the 
publications of the Scciete de THistoire de France, of a complete 
set of De Bows Review and the long runs of m.any other jour- 
nals rich in interest for the South and West. The library con- 
tains much such unexpected material, knowledge of which 
should be more common. 

The library has in the past, and during the year which has 
just closed, been given generous publicity by the local news- 
papers, all of which make frequent use of our resources. From 
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now on more use will be made of these most effective agencies 
in calling attention to the library and the many practical ways 
in which it can be and wishes to be of service. 

Three small but important collections were attracted to 
the library as deposits during the year, those of the New Or- 
leans Garden Society, of the '^Spirit of 76'^ Chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution and of the Louisiana 
Society of the Sons of the American Revolution. It was felt 
that the housing of these collections, none of which take up 
very much shelf space, would attract new readers to the library 
and would make available material which the library might not 
otherwise be able to get. The collection of the New Orleans 
Garden Society is in the reading room in its own case, provided 
by the Society. The books and pamphlets which make up the 
collection provide excellent information for the garden lover 
and are available for the use of all. The collection of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution is valued especially for its 
almost complete set of the Society^s Lineage Books. The books 
belonging to the Sons of the American Revolution, which have 
long been known locally to those interested in genealogy, were 
placed here through the friendly offices of Colonel C. Robert 
Churchill. The two latter collections have been put in a genea- 
logical alcove which is open freely to all who may be interested. 
This alcove has been most popular since the installation of these 
special collections, seldom a day passing in which there are not 
several visitors making use of its resources. 

It Js likely that other special collections could be brought 
to the library were space available. As it is, there is pressing 
need for all the stack space available and possible to shelve 
the library's own great number of uncatalogued books, maps 
and pamphlets awaiting action. All the space gained by the 
remodeling of the upper galleries in the past year has now been 
filled, or will be, with the books now in process of cataloging. 
It will be necessary to begin this year the installation of the 
cases in the lower alcoves, the whole gain in space from which, 
when completed, will not accommodate the growth of the library 
^or more than two years. 

We are thus faced with the problem presented in last year's 
i^eport. Shall the library expand in size or shall it be kept down 
to a maximum size by weeding out little used books, storage 
space for which might be found in some other locality, the books 



to be sent for and brought to the library as occasions arise? The 
library as it stands will accommodate about 75,000 volumes 
and there are now approximately 60,000 volumes catalogued. 
But there are in the accumulations in basement and attic of 
the building, on shelves and piled on the floors, probably 100,000 
volumes of value. All this material is uncatalogued and is un- 
arranged as to author and subject matter. The hidden resources 
of the library are therefore great and for the most part unknown. 
Under present conditions there is no space available for sort- 
ing this collection of books even were there time and help to 
do the work. 

It is probable that additional stacks could be built by put- 
ting up a new floor connecting the upper alcoves above the 
space now occupied by the library staff. Artificial lights and 
fans would be required. There is also a strip of ground fifteen 
feet in width east of the library building, between it and the 
Confederate Memorial Hall, on which some additional storage 
space could be built. 

It was because of the present crowded conditions and the 
need of space for future growth that the subject was mentioned 
in last year's report of a possible arrangement with the Con- 
federate Memorial Association by which the Association might 
be willing to move its collections to the Cabildo and turn the 
vacated building over to the library. This hope had been ex- 
pressed in many previous annual reports made by my prede- 
cessor, Mr. Beer. 

One or two meetings have been had during the year with 
members of the board in charge of the Memorial Hall and the 
subject has been discussed and referred by them to a commit- 
tee for report. The authorities of the Cabildo have expressed 
an entire willingness to receive and care for the Association's 
relics. The library is in the position of saying simply that its 
need for additional space is urgent and that it would welcome 
any action in its behalf, believing thereby that the greatest good 
would result to the greatest number. 

The central cluster of reading room lights, thirty-six in 
number, mounted on a cicular oak chandelier was installed in 
December and gives the hoped-for pleasing result of much 
brightening the room. One new book-case has been added to 
the reading room this past summer giving room for needed ad- 
ditional reference books and releasing more space for the shelv- 
ing of current periodicals. 
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Satisfactory arrangements for binding large numbers of 
books in bad condition have been made. Though the books 
have to be sent out of the city, it is felt that the temporary in- 
convenience is more than made up for in getting satisfactory 
bindings at low cost. The binding bills of the library will nec- 
essarily be relatively high until the many shabby bindings are 
replaced and more of the unbound periodicals are bound and 
added to growing sets. 

The ravages of the termites referred to last year have, it 
is hoped, been completely stopped. The basement walls of the 
library along the west side, and to a less extent along the east 
side, have been treated by a local firm and no evidence of the 
destructive work of these pests has since been discovered. 
The library was fortunate in checking this evil before it had 
gone far. 

The sale of duplicate material has continued and has 
brought returns in proportion to the time it was possible to 
devote to the work. Total sales of duplicates in the past 
eighteen months amount to well over $2,000 and much is avail- 
able awaiting sale. The policy followed has been to offer this 
material first to libraries known to be interested in definite 
fields, second to the original publishers, if still in business (es- 
pecially in the case of periodicals), and finally to booksellers 
or to buyers advertising special wants. The library has now 
formed connections with some ten or twelve large libraries 
which have indicated their special fields of interest and who in 
some instances have shown a willingness to sort over duplicates 
sent them, returning at their own expense such as were not 
wanted. Many odd volumes of periodicals have been disposed 
of through the aid of the Union Check List oj Serials to libra- 
ries wishing to complete sets. 

The library's huge accumulation of unbound periodicals 
has been scarcely touched in search of numbers required for our 
own purposes or to be offered as duplicates. The unsorted col- 
. lection of books of which there is no record has continued to 
yield agreeable surprises. Two incunabula have been found 
and one splendid early manuscript, Cassiodorus, Hlslorla tri- 
partita, 1465. First editions of such writers as Lafcadio Hearn, 
Bret Harte, Dickens and Herman Melville, so much in demand 
among collectors, have frequently come to light. In general, 
the library, because of its limited funds will not be able to 
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afford the luxury of preserving first editions of works for which 
copies as good in every way are available in inexpensive form. 
Seldom is a visit made to the basement or attic which does not 
result in the discovery of an item of keen interest to the col- 
lector of early Americana or rare imprints. One of the interesting 
discoveries of the year was a copy of the Universal Visiter, 
1756. This periodical, which ran but one year, is known to 
collectors of Samuel Johnson material and is listed in Court- 
ney s Bibliography oj Johnson, but there appears to be no 
other copy of it in a library in this country, judging from the 
records in the Union List oj Serials and in Crane and Kayes^ 
list in Studies In Philology, 1Q27. 

The statistics forming a part of this report indicate the use 
of the library during the past year. The showing is unfavor- 
able but it is believed that it is not quite a true picture of con- 
ditions because of inaccuracies in recording use due in part to 
changing personnel. It is difficult for the busy librarian to ob- 
serve and record all use of the library ^s material. Statistics 
made under such circumstances are likely to show considerable 
variance. The year as a whole has been one in which all staff 
members were kept unusually busy in serving readers. 

The number of requests for information over the telephone 
and by mail though unrecorded, has been constant and increas- 
ing in number. These requests for information have covered 
a wide variety of subjects — bibliographies, biographies, ques- 
tions of historical fact and matters of economic interest. Some 
of the questions as to persons and events could not be answered 
One cannot fail to be impressed with the amount of work which 
remains to be done in this region in making available facts hidden 
away in unindexed books or perhaps recorded only in forgot- 
ten newspapers. 

It is always a source of pleasure to learn that the library 
has been of service to writers of books who from time to time 
are here. Among others, the following books recently acces- 
sioned have been noted as containing acknowledgments of the 
help received in this library: G. M. Jones — American and 
French Culture, W. M. Robinson's Confederate Privateers and 
Mrs. G. S. Perry's The Defenders 

The policy of making short-time interlibrary loans of books 
not likely to be called for here has continued and has brought 
expressions of appreciation for the service rendered. Fourteen 
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loans of 27 books or maps were made during the year to 7 insti- 
tutions in 4 states. On the other hand, this library obtained for 
its readers 10 books from 2 libraries. The library was glad to 
give practical aid in a number of instances to business men 
who requested loans of material on subjects which might not 
be thought of as likely to be within the province of the library. 

Frequently requests have been made for photostat copies 
of material in this library. These have been supplied at small 
cost to the reader through the services of a local agency. In a 
few instances photostats of material in some distant library 
have been obtained, and these have served the reader's purpose 
even better than would the loan of the original material. 

The library is glad to record the progress being made in 
cataloging. With the coming to the staff in October of Miss 
Muriel Richardson as cataloger, an attack was begun on all 
books in arrears near at hand and fine progress is being made 
in clearing up these accumulations and in getting the books to 
the shelves properly marked. Shelves containing books relating 
to the history of Louisiana and to genealogy have been covered 
systematically and other entire sections will be taken up as 
time permits. 

The library is pleased to record again the interest shown in 
it through the gifts of generous donors. Dr. E. L. King brought 
to the library 225 books and 915 pamphlets which had been 
the property of the late Miss Lodilla Ambrose, long a resident 
of New Orleans and well known in the library world. In this 
collection were many iterns of jnuch value to the student of 
bibliography and library economy. Mr. Max Casper, a resident 
of the city, made the library an unusual gift of 2,529 pamphlets 
or numbers of periodicals relating to philately. A number of 
the periodicals were sufficiently complete to bind into volumes. 
The collection will be of considerable interest to collectors of 
rare postage stamps. Mr. Perry Young has again donated over 
200 pamphlets or periodicals relating to, ports and shipping. 
The list of individuals or institutions who gave one or a few 
items is a long one, 260 in ^11, with gifts of 5,018 books or pam- 
phlets. The names of all are recorded in the list of donors which 
appears as a part of this report. 

Perhaps the most interesting event of the year was the an- 
nouncement at the close of the last annual meeting of an addi 
tion to the endowment fund of $50,000. This sum was pro

vided by three members of the family whose generosity has 
made possible the library^s existence^— Mr. Harry Howard who 
gave $25,000 and Mr. Alvin P. Howard and Mr. Edgar B. 
Howard who contributed $12,500 each to the fund. The money 
thus generously given has been added to the general endowment 
fund and will help to make possible activities which the library 
could not otherwise have undertaken. 

The number of libraries in this country of the character of 
the Howard Memorial Library, established by endowment and 
carrying on work through irccme from such funds is small, but 
all are doing important work for the communities served by 
them. The endowed reference library is in a position to em- 
phasize the importance of reference work and the need of ref- 
erence collections adequate and appropriate for the city in which 
it is located. Such a reference library therefore ably supplements 
the work of the public library, which is concerned with a multi- 
tude of activities, and is worthy of the fullest support of those 
who are able to contribute to its growth. There is every rea- 
son why such an institution, because of the work it does, should 
receive endowment from all high-minded citizens who believe 
that the library ranks with the public school as an educational 
force in the community. It is hoped, therefore, that other cit- 
izens of New Orleans, or elsewhere, who have the welfare of the 
city at heart may be led to add to the endowment fund, follow- 
ing the example set by the members of the family to whom we 
owe so much. The members of the Board of Trustees or the 
librarian will be glad to confer with any who may wish to add 
to the general endowment fund or to provide endowments for 
special purposes. 

This is the first report to be printed in separate form since 
i8qo. The first and second reports of the library for the years 
i88q and iSqo were printed under one cover. At least one 
other report was printed in a local newspaper. Otherwise the 
reports of the library exist only in typewritten form. It was 
suggested a year ago that the library should again begin print- 
ing its annual reports. Because of the hope that this will be 
done and that many of these reports will come to the attention 
of citizens who may not be familiar with the library^s work and 
plans, several subjects have been treated in this report at some 
length. It is hoped that many new readers and friends may be 
gained for the library through a better understanding of its 
purposes.

To the long list of unselfish men and women who have 
given freely of their time and thought to the library's welfare 
as trustees, 42 in all, were added at the time of the last meet- 
ing the names of Mrs. Elise Mason Smith Howard and Mr. 
Esmond Phelps. 

The staff suffered a severe loss in the death on May 5 of 
Miss Jeanne M. F. Deynoodt. Miss Deynoodt had served the 
library since its establishment. Her radiant good cheer and 
helpfulness are missed by the large number of readers who had 
come to know her in the many years of her service. Mrs. Va- 
leita H. Tullis began service in June and on October first Miss 
Muriel G. Richardson came to the library as cataloger from 
Denison University where she had served in a similar capacity. 

The librarian was privileged to attend the annual con- 
ference of the American Library Association at West Baden 
Springs, Indiana, May 28 to June 2, 1928. The meeting of the 
Southwestern Library Association held at Baton Rouge Octo- 
ber 30 to November 3, 1928, was attended by both the librarian 
and Miss Richardson. At the latter meeting the librarian gave 
a talk on the need of additional library training facilities in the 
Southwest, a subject at present receiving much attention. 

To the members of the staff the librarian is glad to express 
his appreciation of the fine spirit of co-operation shown by them 
under conditions which at times have been extremely trying.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

To the Board of Trustees of the Howard Memorial Library: 

I have the honor to present to you the report of the. work 
of the library for the year ending November 30, 1929. 

Substantial progress was made during the year in catalog- 
ing much valuable old material which had been selected from 
the library's collections as especially worth while and in bind- 
ing up and making available a large collection of books and 
pamphlets, special attention being given to material relating to 
the State of Louisiana* The use made of the library while not 
extensive was by a clientele which has repeatedly expressed 
appreciation for the library's services. 

Notable among the books added from the collection in ar- 
rears were thirty-six volumes of the Malone Society Publica- 
tions on early English literature, Malory's Morte d' Arthur with 
the Aubrey Beardsley designs, and Sir Philip Sidney's Arcadia 
in the photographic facsimile of the original quarto edition of 
1590. Other important works catalogued included eight volumes 
of the Vasari Society's Reproductions of Drawings by the Old 
Masters, splendid copies of the Holbein Society's reproduction 
of the 1519 edition of the Adventures of Tewrdannckh and of 
Milbert's three volume Itineraire Pittoresque du Fleuve Hud- 
son. Good progress was made in assembling and binding up 
periodical sets. Of much local interest was the discovery of 
one hundred and eight numbers of Le Passe-Tems of New 
Orleans, 1827-1829, which gives much information on the 
literary and theatrical life of the city of that time. Forty-one 
volumes of the Gentlemen's Magazine were accessioned, rang- 
ing from 1731 to 1824. A rarity came to light in volumes two 
and three of the Balance and Columbian Repository of Hud- 
son, New York, heretofore noted as being on the shelves of 
only one other public library in the United States. One hun- 
dred and twenty-two issues of printed French royal edicts of 
the eighteenth century were found, among them several re- 
lating to the French possessions in America. Work is pro- 
ceeding on the report of the library's holdings in periodicals 
added since 1924. This statement, which will appear in the 
Supplement to the Union List of Serials, will show a decided 



increase in the number and completeness of files of periodicals 
in the library. The checking for the earlier letters of the 
alphabet has already broug;ht out the fact that the library 
possesses a good many journals not previously recorded else- 
where. 

During the year the library received on exchange nearly one 
thousand manuscript letters to or from John McDonogh. They 
bear dates from 1804 to 1849. Since no adequate life of the 
philanthropist to whom New Orleans owes so much has ever 
been written, these letters are likely to prove splendid source 
material, especially to those who may be interested in his busi- 
ness career. 

Mr. John Page was superintendent of a boy's orphan asylum 
in New Orleans about the years 1838 to 1842. The diary and 
orphanage records of Mr. Page were found stored away in a 
box in the library, uncatalogued, together with the boys* school 
journal. The ^^Orphan Boy'^ for 1839. This collection proved 
of such interest as throwing light upon the management of 
orphanages of that time that from it an article was prepared 
for early publication in the Social Service Review by two mem- 
bers of the sta£F of the School of Social Work of Tulane Uni- 
versity, Dr. Elizabeth Wisner and Miss Florence Sytz. 

A number of important additions to new general reference 
works were made during the year. Especially to be mentioned 
are the encyclopedias, the German Grosse Brockhaus, the 
French Larousse du XXe Siecle, the Italian Enciclopedia di 
Scienze Lettere ed Arte and the fourteenth edition of the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica. The collection of biographical works 
was increased notably by the addition of the Dictionary of 
American Biography and Balteau's Dictionnaire de Biographic 
Frangaise. Other much appreciated new accessions include 
Giafferi Histoire du Costume Feminin and the Bibliographic 
des Auteurs Modemes de la Langue Frangaise by Talvart and 
Place. 

As in the past, many books were bought in answer to 
specific requests. A checking over of the accession records 
shows that in seventy instances books were bought in direct 
response to calls from readers. The books purchased covered 
not merely needs of scholars. In many instances the books 
asked for were of a very practical nature, giving information 
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on such matters, for example, as branch banking, the manufac- 
ture of ice cream, electric refrigeration, frog farming, coal 
carbonization and the extraction of starch from sweet potatoes. 

The library is again indebted to many donors for substan- 
tial gifts to the library. The total number of those who gave 
one or more books or pamphlets runs to three hundred and 
forty. The number of individuals who gave a considerable 
number of items is fairly large and merits especial notice. 

Mrs. Bessie Behan Lewis and her sister, Mrs. Andre Dreux, 
in February presented the library of their parents, the late 
General and Mrs. William J. Behan, relating to the War Be- 
tween the States. There are about three hundred volumes in the 
collection, all of first rate importance as historical material. 
They serve to supplement admirably the library's resources in 
this field and all have been shelved together in one alcove. 
Above it has been placed a memorial tablet, and a simple 
bookplate was prepared for insertion in the books which 
make up the collection. 

Colonel and Mrs. Arthur M. Shaw presented the library 
with a valuable run of engineering periodicals, six hundred 
and sixty-seven in all, bound and unbound. Mrs. Nannie M. 
Bell presented many of the technical works which had been 
in the library of her husband, the late Alonzo C. Bell. Mr. 
Alvin P. Howard presented a complete set of Moody's Manuals 
for 1929, together with its current services, a gift as much ap- 
preciated by business men and women as are the current issues 
of business journals regularly turned over by him to the 
library. 

Mr. Perry Young has again donated to the library a large 
number of publications relating to ports and shipping. Mrs. 
G. G. De Coligny presented a considerable number of periodi- 
cals relating to water sports and a much appreciated file of 
the publications of the Huguenot Society. 

The library is under deep obligations to Mr. and Mrs. 
Alvin P. Howard for their generous gift of $1,000, an addition 
to the endowment fund of the library, made at the time of 
the annual meeting in 1928. This splendid example might 
well be followed by other citizens in furtherance of the idea 
that the library has a most important influence upon the cul- 



tural and economic life of the community of today and of the 
distant future. 

The need of endowments also for specific purposes is again 
urged. The Boston Public Library, to select one example, 
though reasonably well provided for out of public funds, has 
to its credit some fifty-four special funds totaling three quar- 
ters of a million dollars in amount. These have been estab- 
lished from time to time by friends of the library. The need 
of such special funds is here every day evident. Such fields 
as Southern genealogy, tropical woods, chemistry, to suggest 
but a few, might well become subjects for special library en- 
dowments in New Orleans. A revolving fund for the collec- 
tion and publication of local archive material might appropri- 
ately be established. Within a few blocks of the library are 
many precious manuscripts which have never been printed nor 
reproduced in any form. Many such priceless documents are in 
danger of being destroyed and lost forever unless some effort 
is made to preserve them. 

The statistics of use of the library this year do not show 
number of visitors. This figure could be given accurately only 
by the use of a mechanical recording device at the doorway 
or at considerable expense for labor. The statistics therefore 
show only the use of books over the counter at which issued, 
as shown by call slips. The very considerable use of genea- 
logical books is indicated as a part of the record of use of 
books relating to history. The alcove devoted to genealogy 
referred to in last yearns report has attracted, from day to day, 
many residents of the city and a considerable number of read- 
ers from points outside the city. 

The library constantly serves an increasing number of 
students interested in debating. They come to the library 
from the high schools, from college and university and from 
organizations such as those of bank employees. During the 
past year the library was able to assist an unusually large 
number of club women in the preparation of reports. 

A search of the letter files shows that the library received 
eighty inquiries for information through the mail during the 
year. The questions raised covered a great number of sub- 
jects and a very considerable amount of time was necessarily 
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devoted to their solution or in preparation of short bibliog- 
raphical lists. 

As in the past the library has been the recipient of thanks 
for services gladly rendered in aid of writers. Mr. Douglas 
C. McMurtrie's Early Imprints of New Orleans was of especial 
interest to the library as showing that a considerable number 
of the imprints there listed, all of which appeared before 
1810, are in the possession of the library. 

Miss Ruby Caulfield^s comprehensive French Literature of 
Louisiana is a challenge to the library to seek for and add to 
its shelves the relatively few items there shown as not being 
in the Howard Memorial Library. 

The library has been useful to many outside the city 
through its system of interlibrary loans. Help was gladly ex- 
tended on many occasions especially to the Louisiana Library 
Commission at Baton Rouge. The library is glad to extend 
its usefulness abroad so long as such loans are not likely to 
impair its usefulness at home. During the year fifty-two books 
were loaned to fifteen libraries in seven States. The library 
is indebted to other libraries for similar courtesies. Thirty-five 
volumes were lent us for the use of readers during the year 
from five libraries. 

The work of cataloging moved forward at a gratifying rate. 
The number of books accessioned during the year was fifty per 
cent greater than the number for the preceding year. Library 
of Congress printed cards have been purchased whenever avail- 
able, much recataloging has been done, especially in all ma- 
terial relating to Louisiana, and the alcove devoted to Louisi- 
ana today presents an appearance most pleasing when con- 
trasted with its condition a year ago. 

The plan of keeping together material in all fields relating 
to Louisiana is being followed in the cataloging process. 
Carried to its logical conclusion, through the addition of vast 
quantities of material still to be handled, this section of the 
library must soon become one of the largest of its kind. 

The work of binding has been unusuaUy heavy and conse- 
quently expensive this year. An unusual amount went into 
the rebinding of books relating to Louisiana. The result has 
been, however, very satisfactory. Long and unusually complete 
runs of State documents, local periodicals and local imprints 
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have been saved from decay and made presentable for use for 
years to come. Many shabby volumes of old newspapers were 
also rebound, a work much needed and in most cases abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Four sections of double faced stack, each six feet in length 
were added during the summer to relieve two of the most con- 
gested alcoves. These shelves take care of two thousand vol- 
umes, but at the expense of convenience in aisle space and of 
light and ventilation to a certain extent. Opportunity for 
gaining space by this procedure could (but under these disad- 
vantages), be extended to three other alcoves. The situation 
with reference to the hope of gaining additional space in the 
Confederate Memorial Hall as outlined in last year's report, still 
remains unsettled. It is hoped that a definite conclusion may 
be reached in the near future. 

The sale of duplicate books and pamphlets has continued 
with fair success. The number yet to be disposed of cannot 
be calculated at present with any degree of accuracy but it is 
safe to say that there will be at hand for disposal quantities 
such as sent away in the past two years for a long time to 
come. Some of this material can be used to advantage in 
making exchanges for recently published works or for ma- 
terial definitely known not to be here. 

Last year's annual report, the first to make its appearance 
in print in many years, brought expressions of interest from 
many quarters. It is believed that the library is justified in 
continuing the printing of its report as a means of attracting 
further attention to itself and to its wish to be of greater 
service. 

The staff remains as made up last year except that two 
student assistants have been added, Miss Florence O'Rourke 
and Mr. S. A. Groening. Their work contributes greatly to 
the carrying out of the various steps necessary to make books 
ready for the shelves. Ernest B. Eustis and Audley Keck have 
resigned after serving in similar capacities. 

The librarian attended the annual meeting of the American 
Library Association in Washington in May. The meeting of 
the Louisiana State Library Association in April in New Or- 
leans was addressed by Mr. Alvin P. Howard and by the 
librarian. Miss Richardson served the State Association as 
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Chairman of the Publicity Committee. The librarian was 
honored with election to the Council of the American Library 
Association in Washington and with the presidency of the 
Slate Association for the year 1929-30. 

For all the courtesies and unfailing help and encourage- 
ment extended by the Board of Trustees the librarian would 
here record his gratitude. And finally thanks are due the 
members of the staff for loyal and faithful service in a large 
task.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor of presenting to you a report on the work 
of the library for the year ending November 30, 1930. 

Gratifying progress was made during the year in all activities 
of the library. There was a marked increase over the record 
of the preceding year in the use of the library and in its re- 
sources. This evidence of growth will appear in more detail 
in other parts of the report. 

The number of books accessioned was 4400, a gain of 33% 
over the work of last year. Of these, 440 represented new pur- 
chases or newly bound periodicals. The other items were either 
gifts and exchanges, or books brought from the library's still 
great accumulation of uncatalogued material. The recent pur- 
chases, as in other years, included many books bought on re- 
quest. Every book which has a legitimate place in the library, 
when so purchased, adds a friend to the institution atfd fills a 
need which might not otherwise be met. Important works 
found in the arrears and accessioned included publications of 
the Caxton Club and of the Grolier Club, rare numbers of the 
periodical publications of New Orleans and especially of certain 
aU but forgotten French journals such as TEntr' Acte, not found 
recorded elsewhere. A very considerable number of volumes 
relating to the history of the Jesuits was found and made avail- 
able. 

The library acquired photographic copies of a good many 
unpublished pencil sketches made by Charles Lesueur in and 
around New Orleans in the years 1828 to 1837. The originals 
are in the Museum of Natural History at Havre. Lesueur was a 
French artist and naturalist who lived at New Harmony, Indiana. 
He had occasion to make six trips down the Mississippi River 
by flat boat, always making interesting sketches on the way of 
whatever attracted his attention. His drawings of scenes in 
New Orleans are perhaps the only accurate pictures in existence 



of the city of that time. It is hoped that the library eventually 
may secure copies of all these sketches of such great local 
interest. 

Good progress was made in cataloging, especially of the 
documents of the state of Louisiana and of the city of New 
Orleans. The shelf space devoted to literature relating to the 
state and city has been practically doubled in the past year. 
Frequent inquiries for material on such subjects as the history 
of education and of commercial activities have proven the need 
of having all these documentary records made usable as rapidly 
as possible. 

The chess collection which was given to the library several 
years ago by Mrs. Charles Maurian, but which up to now had 
not been cataloged, was put in order. There are nearly 300 of 
these volumes, including long runs of several chess journals and 
containing, what is of especial interest in New Orleans, several 
books which had undoubtedly been in the library of Paul Mor- 
phy and which had been passed on to his friend, Charles 
Maurian. 

The library's collection of Shakespeareana was entirely re- 
cataloged and enlarged through important additions. This ma- 
terial was used to advantage by many students who came to 
the library during the summer. 

Varied and interesting were the services which the library 
was called upon to render during the year. A few examples 
will offer illustrations. A naval aviator now stationed at Pensa- 
cola, had, while flying over San Domingo, discovered certain 
forgotten ruins in the mountains. Unable to learn anything of 
their history on the island he came one day to the library and 
found in rare old books the information he sought. Recently 
an inquiry emanated from Munich from a well known professor 
of law as to the origin of the term ^'private international law.'' 
The quest led through Joseph Story's Constitution of the United 
States to the library's copy of Samuel Livermore's Dissertations 
on the Questions Which Arise from the Contrariety of the Posi- 
tive Laws of Different States, a rare pamphlet which was printed 
in New Orleans in 1828, and which had been sought in vain in 
some of the larger law libraries. 

In one instance material obtained by the library, we were 
assured, enabled a candidate to fit herself for, and to set up the 
necessary machinery for, a newly created position in the social 
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service work of the city. The number of practical questions on 
which assistance was given might be multiplied indefinitely. 
They included such matters, for example, as the control of sand 
on beaches, the religious education of slaves, the use of the 
torsion balance in oil finding and the question of the desirability 
of a union of European states. 

There are recorded some eighty inquiries by mail, represent- 
ing a wide variety of subjects. Some were appeals for informa- 
tion to assist in the obtaining of pensions, some for help on 
genealogies, or for records of lost relatives. Many were for 
biographical information, especially for the preparation of 
articles which are to appear in the Dictionary of American 
Biography. In twenty-five instances requests called for the 
preparation of lists of references or the making of photostat 
copies of printed material. 

No record is kept of telephone calls for information, but the 
number of such calls is increasing daily and runs to a large 
number. 

The statistics of use of books called for in the reading room 
show a satisfactory growth. No estimate has been made of the 
number of books used from the open shelves without formality 
but the recorded use of books from the stacks as shown by call 
slips indicates a gain of 21% over the figures of the previous 
year. 

Interest in the genealogical alcove continues to increase. The 
recent formation of a local society of nearly one hundred and 
fifty members is an evidence of the growth of interest in the 
community on this subject. Numerous additions have been 
made to the library's collection of genealogical works and the 
quarters for readers in this alcove have been made somewhat 
more commodious. 

A recent publication of the National Research Council on 
Chemical Progress in the South suggests the need of the build- 
ing up in New Orleans of two major collections of chemical 
works — one of them at the Howard Memorial Library. During 
the year a number of important works in the field of chemistry 
have been added, several of them on the request of readers. 
It is believed that the library should increase its holdings of 
such material as rapidly as funds will permit. 

The library serves more and more readers through its system 
of interlibrary loans. In two years this service both for out- 



going and incoming loans has trebled. The number of Tolnmes 
loaned dnring the year was 77 and these went to 19 libraries 
in 9 states. Five libraries extended the courtesy of loans to this 
library, sending in all 31 volumes. Without the generous help 
of these lending libraries several pieces of serious work under^ 
taken in New Orleans could not have been carried out. 

It is a pleasure to record the number of gifts to the library 
during the year. The library building was greatly improved 
through the liberality of Mr. and Mrs. Alvin P. Howard. Mrs. 
Howard presented an Airway unit which admirably serves the 
double purpose of removing dust and of applying insecticides, 
the latter function a very useful one in a warm climate in which 
the destruction of books by various pests is constantly threat- 
ened. Mr. Howard in March generously provided the library 
with a new heating equipment in the form of a Ray semi-auto- 
matic oil burner. The greater comfort in cold weather is much 
appreciated by patrons of the library and the elimination of 
dust and dirt which were a part of the former system will add 
materially to the life of the bindings of books. 

7002 books or pamphlets were given to the library by 290 
donors. A few only can be mentioned specifically. 

Several years ago Miss Sarah McEnery presented to the li- 
brary some 150 inscribed books which had been sent to Mrs. 
Ruth McEnery Stuart, her sister, by contemporary writers. To 
this splendid gift Miss McEnery has this year added a collection 
of literary remains of Mrs. Stuart. Included are many letters 
and clippings and one unpublished and unfinished noveL The 
library has very recently been so fortunate as to secure from 
the Century Company the plates of the Daddy-Do-Funny Stories 
of Mrs. Stuart. The collection as a whole offers much of interest 
to the many admirers of a justly famous author. Mr. Perry 
Young again turned over to the library many valuable items on 
ports and waterways — in all 2900 pieces. Mr. Louis Gk>ldstein 
was instrumental in having sent to us a collection of similar 
material numbering 1104 books or pamphlets. Mr. Alvin P. 
Howard has continued his gift of the Moody publications. Dr. 
John Small sent to the library a much valued collection of his 
writings on the botany of the southeastern states. Mr. Edward 
Laroque Tinker added to the library's collection 120 numbers 
of the Meschacebe, a newspaper published at Convent, Lou- 
isiana. Mr. Gideon Stanton presented a rare book by a New 
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Orleans aathor, Mary Ashley Townsend — ^The Brother Clerks. 
Mr. Ernest Lee Jahncke, Assistant Secretary of the Navy sent a 
copy of a rare map of the Gnlf Coast region. The library was 
remembered by two of its earliest employees, Mrs. Mattie Mit- 
chell Bodebender presenting a copy of a work containing her 
poems set to music and Miss Katherine Bres an interesting col- 
lection of Mardi Gras invitations. Mr. A. W. Steeg gave to the 
library a nearly complete set of the Jewish Ledger as well as 
nmnerons other unbound periodicals. The pubUshers of various 
journals and newspapers in the city of New Orleans have almost 
without exception sent their publications gratuitously to us. 
The library now receives currently 35 such New Orleans pub- 
lications. 

The most serious problem confronting the library is its need 
of additional shelf space. It is hoped that a solution is near 
at hand. As soon as additional room is made available an attack 
will be made upon the library's uncataloged serial publications 
to relieve the congestion in the basement and make possible a 
rough sorting by classes. 

In the death of Mr. Harry Howard, on February 19, 1930, 
the library lost one of the two surviving members of the 
original board of trustees. Mr. Howard served as a board mem- 
ber from 1889 to 1911 and retained throughout his life a deep 
interest in the library's wetfare. 

In the closing week of 1929 the library suffered the loss 
through sudden death of its then oldest trustee in point of 
service, the Rt. Rev. Davis Sessums. Bishop Sessums had faith- 
fully served the library since 1891 and was present at the annual 
meeting in 1929. The vacancy on the board has been filled 
through the election of Mr. Leonard Nicholson, President of the 
Times-Picayune Publishing Co. 

The librarian attended the midwinter meeting of the Ameri- 
can Library Association in December, presenting a paper on the 
Howard Memorial Library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor of presenting the report on the work of 
the library for the year ending November 30, 1931. 

The outstanding event in the history of the library during 
the year was the acquisition of much needed space in the Con- 
federate Memorial Hall which stands within a few feet of the 
library building. Through the gracious action in May of the 
Board of Trustees of the Louisiana Historical Association 
which controls the Confederate Memorial Hall about three- 
fourths of the vacant space in the basement of their building 
was turned over to the library. The work of connecting the 
two buildings by cutting doorways, by the construction of two 
ramps and a walk was completed during the summer and by 
September the new section was completely fitted up with steel 
shelves. It is estimated that this added shelving will accom- 
modate nearly forty thousand volumes. In its arrangements 
the new stacks stand as a model and a goal toward which to 
work in future plans for the library^s own basement. 

The cost of the entire installation was met in most generous 
measure by Mr. and Mrs. Alvin P. Howard at a cost of $2,- 
172.65. The library is deeply indebted to Mr. Moise Goldstein 
for his professional services as supervising architect in connec- 
tion with all building arrangements. To those who have con- 
tributed toward the fulfillment of this long-sought-for end the 
library is under lasting obligations. The new shelves will be 
filled with books not often called for, beginning with period- 
icals published before the year 1900. Other classes of books 
for which there are few demands will occupy the remaining 
space. The work of moving books into place is well under 
way and it is hoped that during the coming year much may 
be done toward putting in classified order the great uncata- 
loged holdings of the library and that the most useful books 
in all classes may be cataloged. 



A new seventy-two traj catalog case was added daring the 
year to meet the needs of space for rapidly increasing catalog 
cards. An additional case was bought for the shelf list, and 
new and improved lighting was provided in several stack al- 
coves. The card catalog was made more readily usable through 
the addition of a set of 3,000 celluloid guides and by the in- 
stallation of better lighting facilities. 

Some attempt was made to improve the surroundings of 
the library through the planting of shrubs and vines. The 
library is indebted to Miss Matilda Gray, of Lake Charles, for 
a generous collection of plants which after a time should add 
much to the beauty of the library grounds. There is now 
excellent opportunity for the planning of a court garden be- 
tween the two buildings — ^a feature which might be used to 
advantage to attract more readers to the library. 

The total number of accessions for the year was 3,127. 
This is a considerable falling off from the record made last 
year. The decrease is accounted for by the fact that the 
stacks had everywhere become so crowded as to prevent much 
accessioning of other than new material. Books added from 
the arrears were chiefly in the form of bound periodicals, 
efforts having been made to continue to better the library's 
recorded periodical holdings for the forthcoming supplement 
to the Union List of Serials. As in previous years a number 
of most valuable books was found in the library's uncataloged 
collection. Among them was a nearly complete set of the 
Kunstler Monographien and a work of much local interest, 
Risso et Poiteau's Histoire Naturelle des Grangers. Through 
exchange the library received a set of the publications of the 
Ohio Archaeological and EUstorical Society and a nearly com- 
plete set of the publications of the North Carolina Historical 
Commission. 

Important purchases included the newly printed catalog of 
the British Museum, this library being one of the American 
libraries which took advantage of the reduced price for sub- 
scription to the set made possible through the aid of Mr. John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

Each year the library increases its usefulness in supplying 
books to meet specific needs. During the year over eighty 
such purchases were made in filling calls for such practical 
purposes as those of advertising agencies, manufacturing chem- 
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i0t8 and play producers. In one instance a book was bought 
to answer information required at the United States Customs 
Office. Many purchases were made to aid writers in the pre- 
paration of club papers or even more pretentious creative 
work. 

The total number of gifts of publications of all kinds re- 
ceived from various sources was over 5,000. The names of all 
donors appear as a part of this report. Among gifts especially 
appreciated may be mentioned long runs of several petroleum 
journals presented by Mr. J. Edward Crusel; a set of New Or- 
leans ward maps presented by City Engineer, Bryson Vallas; 
the financial publications of Moody's Investors Service from 
Mr. Alvin P. Howard; over 200 New Orleans imprints pre- 
sented by Miss Ethel Hutson and over a thousand publications 
chiefly on ports, from Mr. Perry Young. Useful collections of 
pamphlet material were sent to the library by Mrs. Leon God- 
chaux and by Colonel C. Robert Churchill. The Yearbooks 
of the various state organizations of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution were sent to us from twenty-four states. 
The library is grateful also to the many publishers and friends 
who now send over 150 serial publications covering a wide 
variety of interests. 

A considerable number of copies of valuable publications 
was acquired through the use of the photostat. In the year 
1880 there was privately printed in New Orleans an edition 
of six copies only of the first version of Fitzgerald's Rubaiyat 
of Omar Khayyam. But one of these copies is known to exist, 
this being in the library of Mr. Ambrose G. Potter in London. 
Mr. Potter magnammously gave pennisrion to the library to 
photostat this exceedingly rare work which will always be of 
especial interest in the city in which it was printed. In similar 
fashion the library obtained from Yale University Library a 
copy of the first printing in separate form of the charming 
New Orleans story by Thomas Bailey Aldrich — ^Pere Antoine^s 
Date Palm. From Harvard University was secured a copy of 
the Proceedings of the Louisiana Constitutional Convention of 
1812, a work practically unique in its original form. About 
the year 1830 there was living in New Orleans an amateur 
naturalist, Joseph Barabino. From time to time, Barabino 
sent to Thomas Say zoological specimens he had collected. In 
a rare pamphlet published in New Harmony, Indiana, in 1831, 



Say publiehed a list with descriptioiis of the insects sent him 
by Barabino. No copy of this work appears in Say's collected 
writings. The library was, however, fortunate in finding a 
copy of this rarity in the library of the Boston Museum of 
Natural History and in arranging for a photostat copy of it. 
Of historical interest in this region was the acquisition of a 
copy of a journal kept by Bishop Jackson Kemper, of Wis-, 
cousin, while on a visit to the South in 1838. The original 
of this work is in the Library of the Wisconsin Historical So- 
ciety in Madison. Other useful photostat copies added during 
the year included French archive material from the Library 
of Congress and from the John Crerar Library in Chicago, 
early scientific observations made in Louisiana. 

Good progress was made in cataloging, especially in caring 
for material relating to Louisiana^ Special efforts were made 
to completely recatalog the entire biographical section. This 
library, in common with about 40 other libraries, reported to 
the American Library Association Committee on Cooperative 
Cataloging which is attempting to learn the extent of duplica- 
tion of cataloging of books for which Library of Congress cards 
are not available. 

The growth of reference work has been appreciable both 
for patrons within the library and those served at a distance. 
Dr. George R. Taylor came from Harvard University to make 
an extended used of the library's long file of the New Orleans 
Price Current in a study of prices in the South. The library^s 
great collection of New Orleans periodicals provided material 
for a study made at Tulane University by Max L. Griffin. 
Students of Louisiana literature came from distant points to 
make use of the library's general resources in this field and 
especially to study the work of such writers as George W. 
Cable, Kate Chopin, Charles Gayarre and others. 

The total recorded use of books issued to readers shows an 
increase of 16% over the figures for the past year. This rec- 
ord, while still much too low, shows as in previous years a 
fairly steady growth in patronage. 

A study of the requests for information which came through 
the mail is always interesting. This year there were noted 
nearly one hundred such letters. They came from twenty-four 
of the forty-eight states in the Union and they covered a 
multitude of subjects. Many inquirers sought biographical or 
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genealogical information; others historical facts and seTeral 
requested information regarding the city of New Orleans, 
About one-third of these questions called for the preparation 
of brief bibliographies or the copying by photostat of pages 
of material in the library. 

The increase in service by interlibrary loans has been re- 
markable — donble that of last year. The library loaned to 24 
libraries in 10 states 200 volumes. One loan was made to 
Spain and there was a call for one rare work in the settle- 
ment of a boundary dispute in one of the Central American 
states. The library borrowed for its patrons 29 books in all 
from 8 libraries in 5 states. 

The library feels just pride especially in the educational 
work it is aiding through inter-library loans to the Louisiana 
Library Commission, to the State University and to all the 
various state normal colleges. The library cheerfully makes 
its contribution to the extension of knowledge in the state, in 
so far as loans of books do not interfere with service to its 
home readers. Books borrowed from other libraries served 
our patrons in many useful ways. One reader secured several 
scientific works for the purposes of a study for the State De- 
partment of Conservation. For graduate students from the 
various colleges of the city many volumes were borrowed 
which were used in the preparation of dissertations. 

Several times during the year the library has put on dis- 
play books set aside for the use of various groups. The library 
cooperated during the past winter with the Young Women's 
Christian Association in its efforts to increase an interest in 
vocational training. On other occasions books have been 
brought together for the use of debating teams or for those 
competing in essay contests. 

The library was glad to have a part in the successful cam- 
paign of the American Library Association to raise an endow- 
ment of one million dollars in order to secure an additional 
million from one of the great educational foundations. Mr. 
Alvin P. Howard made a contribution of one hundred dollars 
to the fund in the name of the library. 

The library staff personnel remains as it was last year. 
The Louisiana State Library Association meeting at Lake 
Charles, April 30 to May 1, was attended by Miss Richardson 
and the librarian. The former was honored with election as

secretary of the organization. The meeting of the American 
Library Association at New Haven, Connecticut, June 22 to 
27, was attended by the librarian who there presented a 
paper before the Business Libraries Section. 

The incoming year is approached with fresh courage and 
a feeling that with increased facilities some better hope of 
the realization of an ideal is possible.

It was moved by Mr. Yillere, seconded by Mr. Baldwin and 
unanimously carried, that we take cognizance of the death of 
the second President of this Board, by citing the following brief 
history of his life, and at the same time express our sincere 
regret at the loss this Board of Trustees has sustained: 

Abral^am Srtttitt 

Born in Washington, Arkansas, May 30, 1841. Died in 
New Orleans, La., July 31, 1932. Elected a member of this 
Board March 13, 1903. Elected President of this Board May 
9, 1912. In 1SS3 he came to New Orleans and attended the 
Laurel Public School and the Boys' Industrial High School, 
where he was graduated in 1858. He then accepted a position 
as clerk in the cotton firm of Heald, Massie & Company. In 
the War Between the States he enlisted as a soldier of the 
Confederacy and was a member of Twiggs Guard, Company 
C, Crescent Regiment, and later of Fenner*s Artillery. After 
the war, he became junior partner in the firm of Block A 
Brittin, wholesale grocers. Later he organized the cotton firm 
of Brittin & Bright, which subsequently became A. Brittin & 
Company, cotton factors. He was a member of the New Or- 
leans Cotton Exchange for 39 years and served as its President 
for three terms. On two occasions he served as a member of 
the City Council, once as President and Acting Mayor, and led 
the movement to construct the df/s present water, sewerage 
and drainage system. Since 1901 he served as a member of 
the Board of Liquidation of the City Debt, having been Presi' 
dent of the Board for the past 12 years, and for eight years 
was a member of the State Board of Education. Since 1910 he 
was a member of the Board of Administrators of Tulane Uni- 
versity. He served as a director of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society of New York from 1906 to 1932, and was a direc- 
tor of the Hibemia Bank & Trust Company from 1897 to the 
time of his death.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor to present a report on the progress of the 
library for the year ending November 30, 1932. 

Services rendered by the library during the year have in- 
creased steadily as has been the case during the past five years. 
The most easily observable index of growth of use is the record 
of books asked for at the delivery desk. This year the total 
number of such calls was 14,999, an increase of 11% over the 
number for last year. This fairly constant growth in demands 
for books means that library patronage has increased by one- 
third over a five-year period, testimonial to a gratifying increase 
of interest in the library. 

Again the services to readers outside the library show the 
same trend. The number of books sent as inter-library loans 
to other libraries was slightly less than last year — one hundred 
and seventy-five volumes in all, sent to twenty-seven libraries 
in ten states. On the other hand the library borrowed from 
other libraries on the request of readers, thirty-nine volumes 
from nine institutions in five states, a considerable increase 
over the figures of a year ago. Both loans and borrowings, as 
indicated by the correspondence, were used for a variety of 
useful purposes. Many were for collegiate studies, others in 
the preparation of biographies and several in the furtherance 
of scientific or technical knowledge. A number of volumes was 
borrowed for the use of a reader who was interested in certain 
chess problems. Another collection was used in the settlement 
of a patent relating to paper making. Copies of a number of 
unpublished archive records were procured for use in the pro- 
duction of two forthcoming books, one on the medical history 
of the state and another on the history of the Catholic Church 
in this region. It is certain that the almost universal custom 
of extending the courtesy of inter-library loans does much to 
aid in the spread of knowledge. 

The library makes no attempt to keep a record of the 



reference questions which are brought up by users of the 
library from day to day. There is, however, the record of 
requests for information received through the mail and these 
are always interesting as indicating the variety of demands 
which are made upon the library even from distant places. 
This year there were weU over a hundred such letters. They 
came from twenty-six states of the Union and two foreign coun- 
tries, Japan and France. There were many requests for infor- 
mation concerning persons who at one time lived in this 
vicinity, some for biographical purposes, others for use in pre- 
paring pension records, and a few in connection with the settle- 
ment of estates. There were many inquiries as to the value 
of certain old books or coins and there were many questions of 
a very practical nature, such, for example, as facts relating to 
the history of furniture making in New Orleans, to the history 
of the Acadians, and relative to gardens in the state in exist- 
ence before 1840. About one-half of these written inquiries 
led to the preparation by the library of brief bibliographies, 
or to the copying of information, usually by the photostat 
process. 

Good progress was made in the moving of books into the 
new basement quarters referred to in last year's report. All 
periodicals ante-dating 1900 have been moved to the new 
shelves and other groups of books are being so handled to make 
room for the growth of current accessions. The additional 
shelving made possible the addition of many periodical files 
of great reference value. The library was thus able to build 
up with the purchase of a few numbers, a complete file of the 
Auk, a leading ornithological journal. This is said to be the 
only complete file in the state of Louisiana. Similarly the 
library completed its file of the American Naturalist. Long 
runs were accessioned of such periodicals as The American 
Field, The American Agriculturalist, The Confederate Veteran, 
Annales des Sciences Naturelles, and Memoires des Museum 
d'Histoire Naturelle de Paris. A valuable historical file was 
added in the volumes of the M oniteur Universel beginning with 
the period foUowing the French Revolution and coming down 
to 1822. Interesting to the student of English literature was the 
discovery of the Guardian for 1713, in a first collected edition, 
and the first volume of Fitz-Adam's World for the year 1753. 

The number of accessions for the year, a total of 2,504, by 
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no means represents the complete growth of the shelf list, since 
thousands of odd numbers of periodicals or continuations were 
added which will not become a part of the statistical record 
until the volumes of which they are parts are complete for 
binding. Important changes in holdings of periodicals were 
indicated on over five hundred titles which were forwarded 
to the H. W. Wilson Company to be recorded in the forth- 
coming Supplement to the Union List of Serials. 

The library continued its practice of buying many books 
in answer to specific requests. This year there were over one 
hundred such purchases. These served to meet a great variety 
of needs. Some were concerned with family history, many 
were requested by graduate university students or by club- 
women interested in the preparation of papers. A considerable 
list of state legislative manuals was acquired to serve one 
reader, and many technical and scientific works were bought 
in answer to the plea that they were not available elsewhere in 
the city. 

Mention should be made of the many useful special services 
which have been carried out in the Reference Department 
during the year in addition to regular duties. The library 
has been in possession for a good many years of many original 
drawings used in past productions of New Orleans carnival 
parades. Some of these represent most excellent work of such 
artists as Jennie Wilde and Bror Wickstrom. Heretofore the 
library has not been able to give these drawings the attention 
they deserve. During the summer all were put in order and 
arranged by years and all are gradually being bound into 
substantial volumes. The use of these plder works by a reader 
resulted in a much-appreciated gift to the library from the 
Krewe of Proteus of one hundred and ninety additional draw- 
ings, nearly completing the collection for that organization 
down to the current year. 

The library has also been building up over many years an 
outstanding collection of sheet music by Louisiana composers. 
This year the material was gone over and arranged by names 
of composers. These valuable relics of the musical history 
of the city will likewise be suitably bound for preservation. 

A third great collection of the library, its maps of Louisiana 
and the Lower Mississippi Valley are being given proper treat- 
ment. All fragile maps are being backed with muslin. The 



collection will be cataloged and arranged in groups in chron- 
ological order. 

Another valuable reference task begun this year is the 
making of a portrait index of Louisianians. Scarcely a week 
passes in which there is not a call for a likeness of some one 
who has had to do with the history of the state and often it is 
difficult or impossible to locate such portraits even with the 
help of related families. It has been felt necessary that every 
illustrated piece of Louisiana literature in the library should 
be systematically examined and records made of all portraits. 
Already a considerable file of cards has been built up. The 
work carried to completion will require much time but will be 
well worth the labor. 

This year a special effort is being made to record and 
accession all newspaper holdings of the library. A project of 
the New Orleans Library Club to secure such a list of news- 
papers from all the libraries of New Orleans promises to 
provide the information which it is expected will shortly be 
required in the publication of a union list of newspapers in 
the United States. 

During the winter the library was visited by Dr. Leonard 
White representing the Social Science Research Council in its 
work of designating certain libraries to act as state centers for 
the collection of state documents. On March 29th the library 
was officiaUy notified of its selection as the library of this 
region collecting public documents of the State of Louisiana. 
The library is proud to be so honored and gladly assumes the 
responsibility of continuing the process of making its collection 
of such documents as complete as possible. Large numbers of 
serials needed to fill gaps in sets were added from the arrears 
during the year. 

In addition to a number of books published locally, the 
library received recognition of help in several books published 
elsewhere, among others noted being Ettinger^s ^^Mission to 
Spain of Pierre Soule,** and Rev. Rankin's "Kate Chopin and 
Her Stories." During the year, as in the past, several authors 
were at work in the library on forthcoming books. The manu- 
script journal of Bishop Jackson Kemper referred to in last 
year's report was painstakingly deciphered during the sum- 
mer by Miss Julie Koch of St. Louis. The typed volume is 
now available in the library and will prove of especial interest 
to students of Southern history.

The use of the genealogy section has been constant and 
its services have brought many expressions of appreciation. At 
least two important genealogical works are now in process of 
printing or writing, for which information has daily been 
drawn from the library^s sources. 

The recataloging of certain sections of the library has 
continued as a supplement to work on current accessions. All 
books in the field of bibliography and library science have 
been recataloged. Special attention has been given the cata- 
loging of all Louisiana material brought from the arrears, much 
of this in the form of fugitive pamphlets. Necessarily the 
work of treating such items consumes much time as Library 
of Congress printed cards are seldom available for local im- 
prints. 

The library's treasure of uncataloged resources has con- 
tinued to yield agreeable surprises. Among many other desir- 
able books which came to light this year may be mentioned 
Francis Willoughby's Ornithology, 1678, one of the early illus- 
trated treatises on birds, Descourtilz, Flore Medicale des An- 
tilles, Alexander Wilson's American Ornithology, in nine 
volumes, 1808-14, and Tixier's Voyage aux Prairies Osages. 

The library was the recipient during the year of over 5,000 
books or pamphlets donated by a host of kind friends whose 
names appear as a part of this report. Dr. Rudolph Matas 
generously made possible the purchase of some rare Louisiana 
material through a gift in cash. The French ambassador to 
the United States, M. Paul Claudel, sent to the library Docu- 
ments Diplomatiques Francais (1871-1914), a set which will 
prove of great value to the student of the World War when 
used in connection with the English and German documents 
of a similar character already in the library. Valuable files of 
periodicals or continuations were presented by Mrs. Henry 
Grady Price, by Mrs. Emery C. Lively and Mr. Perry Young. 
Mrs. William Reed thoughtfully sent copies of twenty-two 
Louisiana State University manuscript theses which had been 
in the library of her lamented husband. This gift was the more 
appreciated as many of the dissertations deal with Louisiana 
subject matter. 

Several improvements in building arrangements were carried 
out. A new enclosed case for rare books was added, as was a 
set of Venetian blinds and new office furniture. The public 
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catalog case was realigned so as to provide for its better 
lighting and for the greater accommodation of those consult- 
ing it. 

Much was done to improve the landscaping of the grounds 
surrounding the building. A most artistic wrought iron fence 
given by Mrs. Alvin P. Howard made possible the carrying out 
of a plan for a court garden mentioned as a possibility in the 
report of a year ago. Miss Annie Parrott of London, daughter 
of the founder of the library, on learning of the library^s plan, 
immediately sent to grace the garden a most interesting old 
sundial mounted on a pedestal some two hundred years old. 
Mrs. Ole K. Olsen and Miss Clare Hightower kindly offered 
their professional help in making a garden design. From that 
time on the library has continued to receive from a score of 
friends plants and bulbs which have helped to make an excel- 
lent beginning for what is in mind for the future. 

The library was glad to have an active part in the conven- 
tion of the American Library Association which met in annual 
session in April, for the first time in its history, in the City 
of New Orleans. Other librarians of the city and members of 
the staff gave to the librarian the fullest co-operation in the 
making and canying out of plans. Necessarily the many de- 
tails consumed much time and required much correspondence 
but there was ample compensation in hearing from many quar- 
ters of the general satisfaction that was felt over the meeting. 
During the week of the convention the library kept open house 
and served tea to visitors in the court garden. 

On July 31st, 1932, Mr. Abraham Brittin, long time presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, was taken by death. Mr. Brittin 
was always faithful in attendance at meetings and was keenly 
interested in the welfare of the library. One of his last kindly 
acts was to present a map of the Southwest in which he had 
played an important part in his youth. 

This account of some of the activities of the library for the 
past year is presented with a due sense of appreciation on the 
part of the librarian and staff of the opportunity to have had 
a part in giving service and in attempting to carry out the will 
of its founder.

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habitat. In all, 76 species were exhibited during the year 
exciting considerable interest among readers. 

Not the least of material gifts made to the library during 
the past summer was the furnace presented by Mr. Alvin P. 
Howard. This equipment which cost $879.25 replaces a worn- 
out installaticm made many years ago which frequently broke 
down on critical occasions. 

Any day's questions presented for solution at the Refer- 
ence Desk would prove interesting reading. On the same day 
recently there appeared a boy from one of the CiviUan Con- 
servation Camps asking help in estimating the amount of 
stream flow needed to supply water for a large area of newly 
planted trees, and a man who said he could get a loan from 
the government on his plantation provided he could prove it 
was above a certain water level. These are surely practical 
timely questions and quite representative of similar inquiries 
made from day to day. 

The use of the library's collection of Louisiana state docu- 
ments is constantly growing. This year numerous readers 
from the State University and from points as far away as 
Cincinnati drew upon the library's resources in this field. 
From a study of Louisiana documents now being made by 
Miss Lucy Foote at the University of Illinois it seems fair to 
assume that no such collection elsewhere is more complete 
than the one in the Howard Memorial Library. 

Considerable work was done during the year in providing 
new shelving for newspapers in the basement. The matter of 
needed space is again, however, becoming acute. It is certain 
that additional stack room should be provided in the near 
future. 

At the time of the last board meeting Dr. C. Jeff Miller 
was elected president of the Board of Trustees, and Mr. Edgar 
B. Stem was elected a board member to fill the vacancy caused 
through the death of Mr. Brittin. 

The staff is reduced in size because of present conditions, 
but it is hoped that eventually the library will be able to 
resume its former schedule. It was found necessary to drop 
student help and the library reluctantly was obliged to dis- 
pense for the present with the services of Miss Yvonne Ren- 
shaw who had served the library for many years, more re- 
cently as a part-time assistant in connection with other out-

side duties. The members of the sta£F are grateful for the 
opportunity of continuing service in a work which yields 
many benefits to many people.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor of presenting a report on the work of the 
library for the year ending November 30, 1934, this being the 
forty-sixth annual report of the institution and the eighth of 
the present librarian. 

The principal measuring stick used to determine the rate 
of growth of use of the library is the record of calls for books 
over the delivery counter. Judging by this standard the gain 
for the year is slightly over 15%. It is interesting at this time 
to glance back six years to the figures for the year 1928-1929 
since when fairly accurate and comparable statistics have been 
kept. The gain in that period has been over 110%. In other 
words, the library is giving over twice as much service to 
readers as it gave six years ago, this in spite of the fact that 
the library is now operating on less money, with a smaller 
staff and with a schedule of shorter hours. Such results speak 
praise for the faithful and energetic work of staff members. 

Six years ago the library loaned to readers outside the city 
of New Orleans through interlibrary loans, 52 volumes. In 
the past year loans were made of 187 volimies, these going to 
28 libraries in 9 states. Here the gain in the six-year period 
is 260%, a remarkably rapid growth. Thirty volumes were 
loaned to this library by other accommodating libraries, these 
courtesies having been extended by 10 libraries in 9 different 
states. 

Again the mass of correspondence growing out of inquiries 
received through the mail has greatly increased. In the year 
1928-1929 there were 80 such written requests for information. 
Last year there were 120 of these letters, many of them having 
come from far distant states. Over 30 bibliographies were pre- 
pared in connection with this correspondence. 

Library statistics may not mean much in themselves but 
they do serve to verify what is evident to ourselves, a greatly 
quickened and growing interest in and use of the library. 

There were added to the library dujdng the year 2,284 



volumes of accessioned books, a few less than last year. This 
figure, however, takes no account of the vast number of parts 
of periodicals and continuations which were added and which 
will not enter into the statistics until they form parts of com- 
plete bound volumes. The additions of such odd parts were 
unusually heavy, these having come from the library^s large 
collection of material in arrears and from exchanges offered 
by other libraries. All Southern items of this character were 
given special consideration. The library^s growing list of such 
literature was used to advantage by Miss Gertrude Gilmer in 
her check list of Southern periodicals to 1861. 305 volumes 
of periodicals and 54 volumes of newspapers were accessioned 
during the year, a considerable part of the total number of 
additions. 

The yearns accession record shows an interesting variety of 
books, some of them of considerable rarity. Among them may 
be mentioned, as of especial local interest, a copy of ^^Esquisse 
de la Situation Politique et Civile de la Louisiane'' pid)lished 
in New Orleans in 1804, a rare pamphlet which the historian 
Gayarre said produced so great a sensation that Governor 
Claiborne thought it of sufficient importance to make it the 
subject of a special communication to James Madison, then 
Secretary of State. Twelve bound volumes of CarroUton news- 
papers of the period 1850-1860 were accessioned, and a partial 
file of the rare New Orleans journal of 1844, the Tocsin. The 
library was enriched also by the addition of a copy of the 
now rare illustrated work by L. J. Fremaux, "New Orleans 
Characters.^' Likewise there came to light two small diaries 
kept in pencil written by Francois Dominique Rouquette, a 
famous literary character of New Orleans. These diaries 
cover the period of his stay in Arkansas in November and 
December of 1850. They have been painstakingly deciphered 
and translated by Mrs. Ethel W. Usher as a voluntary con- 
tribution to the library. It is hoped that some means may later 
be found for having these interesting records printed. Photo- 
stat copies of a considerable number of manuscript records of 
French archive material were obtained from the Library of 
Congress, these dealing with such subjects as the plants and 
botany of Louisiana, the census of 1724 and the Jews who were 
in Louisiana in colonial times. A number of photostats of 
early Louisiana maps were also obtained, some from libraries 



and some from private collections. A rare collection of docu- 
ments relating to the Jesuits in Louisiana was found in the 
library's uncataloged store of treasures. Reverend Delanglez 
of Georgetown University found them unusually interesting be- 
cause they are constantly referred to but nowhere else available, 
so far as known. An unusual amount of material on geography 
was added to the library, in the form of proceedings of con- 
gresses, periodicals and texts. All of this collection had ac- 
cumulated in the library a number of years ago. About 50 
books were bought in answer to specific requests of readers. 
Among important works acquired by purchase was the catalog 
of the Wymberley Jones de Renne Georgia Library, one of the 
outstanding private Southern collections. From the arrears 
came such interesting works as Chaumeton's beautifully illus- 
trated ^Tlore Medicale'' in seven volumes and Ohver Evan's 
** Abortion of the Young Engineer's Guide," a rare book which 
was published in 1805. 

The total number of printed items presented as gifts during 
the year was 7,200, more than double the number presented 
last year. A considerable part of this increase is explained 
by the unusual publishing activity of new bureaus of the Fed- 
eral Government. The complete list of names of donors ap- 
pears as a part of this report. All donations were greatly 
appreciated, but some of them were so unusual as to merit 
especial notice. During the summer the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange, through its president, Mr. C. P. Ellis, Jr., presented 
the library with 60 volumes of the New Orleans Price Cur- 
rent, a gift which helped to make the library's set of this 
valuable newspaper much more complete. A httle later there 
came from Mr. Stamps Farrar a much appreciated gift of 85 
bound volumes of New Orleans newspapers. There were 49 
volumes of the New Orleans Times-Democrat covering the 
period 1898-1913, and 36 volumes of the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune covering the period 1905-1922. In addition there 
was one volume of the Charleston News & Courier. Mr. Josiah 
Kirby Lilly of Indianapohs presented the library with a three* 
volume set, in a special case, of the Foster Hall Reproductions 
of the Music of Stephen C. Foster. These compositions, fac- 
similes of first editions, two hundred in number, which are 
printed on an especially made rag paper, represent a collecting 
achievement made possible only through a vast expense of time 
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and effort. Through the kindness of the late Henry P. Dart and 
Miss Sallie Dart the library received the collected works of Wil- 
liam Morris in a splendid edition, as well as the complete poems 
of Madison Cawein. Miss Annie Parrott of London, daughter of 
the founder of the library, continued to send from time to time 
parcels of most attractive books, principally dealing with travel, 
\ French history, biography and fine arts. Miss Nina King con- 

'^ tributed several valued pamphlets which have to do with the 

I history of Louisiana. Mr. E. E. Moise, who has donated to the 

^ library many books in the past, sent a number of volumes 

i dealing with the World War and with interesting local politi- 

cal history. Col. C. Robert Churchill gave to the library a 
collection of 524 volumes, many of much value for reference 
purposes. Among those who were donors of appreciated col- 
lections of unbound periodicals were Mr. and Mrs. G. G. De 
Coligny of this city and Miss Hortense Davis and Miss A. V. 
Davis of Pass Christian, Mississippi. Single volume gifts which 
merit mention were a typewritten copy from Mr. Samuel As- 
bury of College Station, Texas, of a rare Texas pamphlet by 

E. M. Daggett entitled "The War of the Moderators and the 
Regulators,'' a booklet on Sieur de St. Denis and his valet, 
J allot, by Dr. Charles B. Reed of Chicago, and the authorita- 
tive report of Ezra Brainerd on the violets of North America 
presented by J. L. Hills, Director of the Vermont Experiment 
Station. 

This year as never before in recent times the library has 
added much valuable material through exchanges effected with 
other libraries. At the present time many libraries are using 

F. E. R. A. help in sorting and listing exchange material and 
^ are offering great numbers of desirable items. This library 

has a large accumulation of duplicate periodicals and books 
which are being used to good advantage in these transactions. 
^ During the year exchanges were made with a number of uni- 

versity libraries in the South, in the Middle West and on the 
Pacific coast. Louisiana state documents have been exchanged 
to mutual advantage with the library of Louisiana State Uni- 
versity and it is hoped in the coming year that exchanges of 
public documents may be made with other Louisiana libraries 
in an effort to make the Howard Memorial Library's collection 
more complete. 

As in the past the policy of disposing of the library's more 



valuable duplicates through sale has continued and results for 
the year have been on the whole quite satisfactory. A num- 
ber of unusual items were sold through an Eastern auction 
house. 

The genealogical collection of the library has attracted to 
itself many readers, often from a considerable distance. Among 
valued gifts made to this department was the ^^Memoirs of the 
Gaschen and Voss Families of New Orleans'* presented by 
Rev. Louis Voss. The example set by Reverend Voss could 
well be followed by many other citizens of New Orleans. Local 
family records, printed or unprinted, are always in demand. 
The library was also the fortunate recipient of a splendid book 
on the Johnson and allied families presented by Mr. Lawrence 
J. Morris through Miss Mame E. Wood of New Orleans, one 
of the compilers. One of the much used purchases for this 
department was the two-volume work of O'Hart on Irish Pedi- 
grees. 

The library has on deposit, available on its shelves for the 
unrestricted use of readers, three collections, the books of the 
Louisiana Society of the Sons of the American Revolution, 
those of the New Orleans Chapter "Spirit of '76" of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and the library of the 
New Orleans Garden Society. All of these collections are 
growing and are much appreciated and used for reference pur- 
poses. To this group were added this year two other collec- 
tions, that of the New Orleans Academy of Sciences, at present 
a mere beginning, and over 100 volumes owned by the National 
Society of Colonial Dames Resident in Louisiana. The last- 
named collection contains among other treasures a complete 
set of Russell's Magazine and several of the rare volumes of 
the William and Mary College Quarterly, and the Virginia 
Magazine of History and Biography. It is likely that the 
library will be asked in the near future if it would like to 
have in its care another valuable collection, one which relates 
to the history of Switzerland, the library having already been 
designated as the official depository of the books of the re- 
cently founded Swiss- American Historical Society of Louisiana. 

It seems eminently desirable that the library should con- 
tinue to attract to itself valuable reference material which it 
could not otherwise hope to acquire. The problem of shelv- 
ing space is becoming so acute, however, that this seems a good 
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time to raise the question of the advisability of planning the 
building of an additional stack building. Between the present 
library building and the Confederate Memorial Hall there is 
available a space 100 feet in length and 18 feet in width on 
which a building to contain nothing but book stacks could be 
erected. If carried to no more than the height of the present 
building such an additional wing could be supported on spread 
i foundations, without disturbing other walls and supports. A 

f building so planned would accommodate, according to the 

calculations of James T. Gerould, Librarian of Princeton Uni- 
versity, allowing fifteen volumes to the square foot of floor 
area, 27,000 volumes for each floor level. It is believed thut 
the building suggested could have four floor levels, thus pro- 
viding ultimately for a collection of over 100,000 volumes. 
Not all steel stacks would need to be installed immediately. 
Once the shell and framework were provided new stacks could 
be added as required. 

Every considerable library requires a constant increase of 
shelving space. New purchases, newly bound periodicals and 
gifts create a continuous demand for additional shelf room. 
Moreover, in a reference library the possibilities for elimina- 
tion through discarding are small. Thousands of essential 
books must stand in place awaiting a call which, though it 
may be only occasional, may be quite urgent. The hbrary 
contains at present over 76,000 volumes. It is known that this 
number could soon be brought to 100,000 volumes by making 
additions from the library's still large store of valuable books 
waiting to be accessioned and cataloged. There seems no way 
of adequately and certainly providing for present and future 
needs except through the building of a stack building such as 
is here suggested. It is hoped, therefore, that at no very dis- 
tant time some means may be found for giving some such plan 
practical consideration. 

The staff of the library remains unchanged and small under 
stress of present financial conditions. More workers could be 
used to advantage in carrying out a multitude of tasks which 
should be begun. Application has been made to the Orleans 
Parish Emergency Relief Administration for a group of workers 
but so far the request has not been acted upon. Miss Claire 
Mouras, a student of the New Orleans Normal School has given 
the library valuable part-time service. 
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The library lost by sudden death on November 19th one 
of its trustees, Mr. Gustave B. Baldwin. Mr. Baldwin fre- 
quently visited the library and always expressed great interest 
in its progress. The library has suffered a distinct loss through 
his untimely passing. 

It seems appropriate that the annual report this year should 
pay a belated honor to the name of the founder of the library, 
Mrs. Annie Howard Parrott by carrying as its frontispiece her 
portrait. On the day the library was dedicated, March 4, 1889, f j 

Mrs. Mary Ashley Townsend in a poem written for the oc- i 

casion said: 

^^And she, at whose conunanding call. 
Has risen these towers, this dome, this wall. 
In her large kindness looks away 
Beyond the measure of her day 
Beyond the passing narrowness 
Of worldly favor and caress; 
Beyond her heartaches and her tears. 
Toward the far off coming years, 
When here shall fall the light at mom. 
On men and women yet unborn: 
And hungering thousands here shall feed 
From the full table of her deed.^'

In partial fulfillment of the prophecy voiced in this poem 
this report is offered as a record of a yearns work and in the 
expression of a hope that we who are privileged to have a 
part in the management of the library are carrying out the 
wishes of its founder.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor of presenting the forty-seventh annual 
report of the institution for the year ending November 30, 1935. 

The statistical record for the year shows, on the whole, 
gratifjdng evidence of an increased use of the library's resources. 
The total number of books issued over the Delivery Desk to 
readers was 23,773, an increase of 20% over the corresponding 
number for last year. There was a slight falling off during the 
summer months, at which time readers may have been some- 
what disturbed by unusual activities within the building but 
this loss was more than offset by gains in other months. There 
was a slight decrease in the number of books sent to or received 
by the library as inter-library loans, but these loans were ex- 
tended over a greater territory. Loans of 91 volumes were 
made to 19 libraries in 11 states. Loans to the library numbered 

21 and these came from 7 courteous libraries in 6 states. One 
of the unusual loans made by the library was in the form of a 
collection of books which was sent to Hollywood, California to 
supply material for a motion picture which had a New Orleans 
setting. No record is kept of the number of telephone calls 
for assistance from the library but it is estimated that the num- 
ber of such calls, many of which require a considerable amount 
of time in search of helpful solutions, amounts to well over 
3,000 a year, allowing 10 for each day the library is open. The 
library constantly receives letters which call for reference serv- 
ice. The total number of such mailed inquiries received during 
the year was 111. These came from interested readers in 22 
states. A number of these were referred to us from commercial 
organizations or other libraries in the city. In connection with 
the making of replies to such inquiries, the library prepared 

22 special subject bibliographies. 

As always the library entertained at various times a con- 
siderable number of well-known writers who came to make use 
of the library^s collections, especially in the field of history. 
Since October a large group of research workers has been comb- 



ing the library's Louifliana material for information wkick ia 
being used under the direction of Mr. Lyle Saxon, Director of 
the Federal Writers Project for Louisiana, in the compilation 
of that part of the American Guide which deals with the Parish 
of Orleans. 

In the year 1897 the library acquired from Mrs. Lockett two 
manuscripts, the work of her deceased husband, CoL Samuel H. 
Lockett, who was Professor of Engineering of Louisiana State 
University about the years 1869 to 1872. These reports having 
the titles ^^The Coast of Louisiana,^' and ^Xouisiana As It Is,'* 
one with illustrations, were prepared for printing as Louisiana 
state documents but for some reason were never published. 
Good use has been made of them from time to time, in at least 
one instance, in litigation which involved state claims to certain 
mineral deposits. During the year copies of both these manu- 
scripts were made by officials of Louisiana State University and 
it is expected that in the near future both will be printed. 

The number of accessioned books added during the year 
was 2,422, nearly 200 more than in the preceding year. This 
number by no means represents the total addition to material 
on the shelves, much of which was in the form of parts of serial 
sets. 

The acquisition by Tulane University Library of a deposit 
tory set of the printed cards of the Library of Congress, a set 
hitherto not available in this territory, is a matter of great 
satisfaction. The location in this city of this invaluable tool 
will greatly lighten some of the library's cataloging problems. 

Among important purchases should be mentioned in first 
place a collection of Byzantiniana purchased from the late Mr. 
Herbert Z. Perkins of New Orleans. Mr. Perkins, though a 
sugar chemist by profession, was deeply interested in everything 
that related to Byzantine civilization and during his life col- 
lected a splendid representative library on this subject. This 
collection, consisting of some ISO volumes, for the most part 
beautifully bound in European binderies, was acquired by the 
library and has been placed in a special book-case. Volumes 
needed to make complete the library's set of the Transactions 
of the Royal Horticultural Society of London, 1805 to 1848, 
were purchased in Berlin. Among useful works added to the 
library's growing and much-used collection of books on costume 
were Tilke's ^Le Costume en Orient'' and ^Le Costume de 



TEiirope.** Many books, 115 in all, were pnrckaBed daring the 
year in answer to special requests. 

The library has been the fortunate recipient of much useful 
material sent as gifts, in all 9,729 books or other printed items, 
more than 2,000 over the number received last year. All are 
listed under donors* names as a part of this report. Here, only 
a few of them can be specifically mentioned. The Athenee 
Louisianais, still vigorous New Orleans Frendi literary society 
whose work was praised by Lafcadio Hearn more than half a 
century ago, in September turned over to the library material 
from its book shelves not already available in the library. In 
all there were 787 pieces in this gift, many of them being parts 
of serials needed to make the library's files more complete. 
The most valuable material transferred to the library in this 
collection is a group of 30 manuscript letters dated 1793 to 1837 
to, or from, Joseph Lakanal who was President of the Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction of France in the Napoleonic regime 
and later an exile in the United States in Kentucky, Louisiana 
and Alabama. The National Conference of Jewish Social 
Service generously presented a welcome set of its proceedings, 
1926 to 1932. Through the courtesy of Dr. Samuel E. Nino the 
library received a 14-volume set of the Archives del General 
Francisco Miranda, of Venezuela. Mr. Roger Baudier sent a 
volume of the journal. Catholic Action of the South, tastefully 
bound by Brother James, a skilled New Orleans craftsman. 
Three unprinted manuscripts, bound as books, were thought- 
fully presented by three writers, each of whom has spent much 
time in the library in patient research. These were ^^Official 
Publications of the State of Louisiana^ by Miss Lucy B. Foote 
of Baton Rouge, a work which it is expected will shortly be 
printed; ^*A Survey of Folk-lore in Louisiana'* by Mrs. Irene C. 
Wagner of Natchitoches; and ^The Acadians of Louisiana** by 
Mrs. Paul A. McDhenny of New Orleans. Mrs. Valentine Mott 
of New York City sent, through Mr. John S. Kennard, an in- 
teresting manuscript letter of General 6. T. Beauregard. The 
Louisiana Highway Conmiission presented a set of 64 blue print 
maps of the parishes of Louisiana. A much appreciated gift 
was the collection of photostat copies of measured drawings of 
old buildings in and near New Orleans. These were recently 
made as part of the work of the Historic American Buildings 
Survey in New Orleans and came to the library through the 
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courtesy of Mr. Frank Peterman, I>irector of the Federal Emer^ 
gency Relief Administration of Louisiana. 

At the time of the last annual meeting, Mr. and Mrs. Ahdn 
P. Howard generously made a further donation of $1,500 to 
the endowment fund. Mr. Edgar B. Howard jointly with Mr. 
Alidn P. Howard made a similar gift of $500.00 in May 1935. 
Dr. Rudolph Matas has continued his previous kindness by 
purchasing for the lihrary several unusual reference works. 
Miss Annie H. Parrott of London, daughter of the founder of 
the lihrary, in addition to sending at yarious times 26 yolumes^ 
chiefly beautifully illustrated art works, has contributed £15 
toward the making of a book-plate for the library, one which 
will have as a part of its composition a portrait of her mother, 
Mrs. Annie Howard Parrott. Steps are being taken to carry 
out Miss Parrott's wishes and to provide the library with an 
artistic book-plate such as it has long needed. 

An unusual amount of good material was brought out and 
made available from the library's collection of unsorted arrears. 
A part of these discoveries was made because of the activity of 
Emergency Relief Administration workers in the library. From 
material brought to light preference was given in selection for 
cataloging to books relating to fields in which the library is 
especially strong. One good piece of work carried out was the 
putting in order of the library's set of the Revue des Deux 
Mondes, practically complete from its beginning in 1829 to date. 
A fairly complete file of Le Vigilant, 1848 to 1856, a Donaldson- 
ville, Louisiana newspaper, was found and cataloged. Among 
interesting manuscripts discovered and made available were 
additional papers of Dominique Rouquette, New Orleans author 
of the nineteenth century, including his manuscript account 
of the Choctaw Indians. There came to light interesting letters 
of Mrs. Joseph Charless written to her grandchildren at Belmont 
Plantation, the home of her daughter. These letters are re- 
ferred to in a recent book, ^Their Trackless Way" by Mrs. R. 
W. Chapin, daughter of Mrs. Charless, but their presence as 
manuscripts in, the library was apparently unknown. 

Sales of duplicates or material outside the scope of the 
library have continued and the results have been fairly satis- 
factory considering the depressed state of the book market. A 
considerable number of duplicates was used to advantage in 
exchange transactions, especiaUy in the acquisition of much 



mseded source material on the history of North Carolina. The 
library has found its membership in the Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation a connection of great value. Through the Duplicate 
Exchange Committee of that organization many useful reference 
books dealing with business have been received as exchanges. 

The genealogy section of the library has been constantly a 
place which has attracted many readers, some of them visitors 
who have come long distances in search of information. The 
library carries a membership in the Institute of American 
Genealogy, of Chicago, an organization which offers an unusual 
privilege in that it lends genealogical books from its library to 
members. Several times during the year our readers were thus 
accommodated with the use of books, the borrowing of which 
would ordinarily have been impossible. One of the library^s 
most valuable purchases in the field of genealogy was the 
^^Virginia Historical Index^ edited by Dr. E. G. Swem. This 
work is a key which unlocks the contents of seven serial his- 
torical publications, complete sets of all of which the library 
hopes will eventually be found on its shelves. Mr. Charles E. 
Dean presented the library with a copy of his book recently 
printed in New Orleans, which deals with the genealogy of the 
Morris, Dean and Chipley families. Mr. William C. Armstrong 
of Blairstown, N. J. has been sending the numbered parts of 
"The Pioneer Families of Northwestern New Jersey." 

An important addition to the collections now on deposit in 
the Howard Memorial Library was made in the transfer to it 
during the summer of the Swiss collection of the late Swiss 
Consul Emile Hoehn. This loan, which has been made for a 
period of five years, was largely effected through the family of 
Mr. Werner Hoehn, a son of the collector of the library. There 
are some 1,700 volumes in this collection which offer splendid 
material to the student of Swiss history and culture. Among 
them are long runs of such important periodicals as the "Jahr- 
buch fiir Schweizerische G^schichte," "Der G^schichtsfreund,'^ 
and the "Mittheilungen der Antiquarischen Gesellschaft in 
Zurich." Perhaps the most valuable part of this collection is 
found in the five massive volumes of hand-written Chroniken 
by Fustlinger and Bullinger. The recently published American 
Library Directory shows only three libraries in the United 
States, including our own, which mention Swiss collections as 
important parts of their libraries. Of these the Library of 
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Congress contains some 2100 yolnmes and the Library of 
Princeton University 1^00 Tolumes. 

Physical improvements to the lihrary building were made 
during the year in a number of particulars. New display book 
and map cases were purchased, 50 feet of double faced steel 
stacks were set up and some 75 feet of newspaper shelving was 
built in the basement. A new cabinet was built for the ele^ 
phantine folio set of Audubon's ^^Birds of America.'^ Additional 
fire protection equipment was installed, sufficient in amount 
to reduce materially fire insurance premiums. Mr. Alvin P. 
Howard gave to the library a new electric water cooler which 
most satirfactorily supplanted le«8-«.mUrjr and outworn equip, 
ment. ^ 

The shelves of the library at present are more crowded than 
at any time within recent years, partly because of the fact that 
great quantities of unaccessioned parts of serials have been 
brought up from material awaiting cataloging. It is a great 
satisfaction to announce that plans are now definitely afoot for 
erecting a new stack building which will help to do away with 
this condition. The problem has been considered for several 
years and a plan was suggested in last year's annual report that 
a stack building might be possible in what is now a garden 
space between the library and the Confederate Memorial HalL 
In the hope that some help might be had from the Federal 
Government in the construction of such a building an applica- 
tion was made on June 6th to the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. Detailed plans and specifications prepared by the library's 
consulting architect, Mr. Moise Gk)ldstein, were submitted on 
August 28th for a three-story stack building which it is esti- 
mated will provide shelves for 75,000 volumes. Final action 
has just been taken in this matter by government authorities 
and work will begin on the new building in the near future. 
For this project the Federal Gk>vemment will contribute 
$5,227.97. The additional cost of the building amounting to 
$3,533.40 will be provided as a donation by Mr. Alvin P. 
Howard. 

The library counts itself fortunate in having had for several 
months beginning in April, the help of a group of forty to fifty 
Emergency Relief Administration workers. In that time this 
group faithfully carried out many needed pieces of work. Some 
sorted serial parts, books and pamphlets from the collection 
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of arrears; others worked on maps and prints, some workers 
skiUfoUy repaired bindings, others shelved and arranged )>eri. 
odicals or assisted by typing in cataloging procedure. The 
examination of much manuscript material was made possible 
and mudi of this was properly mounted on sheets for binding. 
Among others the library's collection of the John McDonogh 
Papers was so treated and similarly the collection of manu- 
scripts of General 6. T. Beauregard. Altogether the work of 
this group greatly benefited the library even though much time 
of staff members was required in directing the work. Papers 
have been drawn up for the continuance of this work and final 
approval of the project has now been made by the Works 
Progress Administration. 

The staff has been provided with student assistance during 
the school year through the good offices of Miss G^orgine 
McCay, Principal of the New Orleans Normal School. Other- 
wise there have been no changes on the staff. 

Mr. Moise Goldstein was elected a member of the Board of 
Trustees at the annual meeting in December 1934. Mr. Gold- 
stein is giving to the library, as he has in the past, invaluable 
assistance as an architectural authority. 

On the whole the year has been one of fair accomplishment. 
Much more could have been done with more help and time to 
make better known the library's resources and its ability and 
willingness to contribute to the betterment of the community 
and to the reading public at large. The library does not fail 
to recognize its responsibility in helping to alleviate a condition 
which exists in this state, for example, as ever3rwhere, in which 
great numbers of people are wholly without library facilities. 
The library agrees with the principle recently expressed by a 
prominent librarian who said that ^^public libraries have a 
constant definite obligation to influence public opinion toward 
reading and study.'' Efforts at putting our own house in order 
and standing willing to serve have seemed for the present the 
most effective ways in which the library can make its contribu- 
tion to the public welfare.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD BfEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor to present the fortj-eighth annual report 
of the library for the year ending November 30, 1936. 

This year wiU always be remembered as one of nnusnal 
and bustling activity. The ordinary quiet of the building was 
broken by the sound of builders* hammers and by the coming 
and going of many workers. It was a year of great accomplish- 
ment. The proposed addition to the library building was com- 
pleted and much work was carried on with the help of the 
forty or more Works Pkrogress Administration workers who have 
served in the library continuously since December, 1935. 

Ground was broken for the new three-story stack building 
in the last week of 1935. All work on the building, excavating, 
masonry work, brick laying, steel placing, roofing and elec- 
trical installation was done wholly by Works Progress Admin- 
istration workers who carried out architectural plans prepared 
by Mr. Moise H. Goldstein, one of the library^s trustees. By 
April, the building as a shell, was finished and was completely 
wired to make use of alternating electric current through larger 
feed wires, a change which did away largely with the library*s 
earlier direct current installation which had frequently given 
trouble under heavy loads. In June, Art Metal steel stacks were 
erected on the ground floor of the new building. The two 
upper floors, each with a tier of book stacks will be built later 
as necessity requires them. The cost of the largest part of the 
steel stacks, together with materials needed for the new wing 
and electrical supplies, was generously met by Mr. Alvin P. 
Howard through a donation of $6,395. The contribution of 
the Federal (rovemment toward the project, about four-fifths 
in labor and one-fifth in materials, was approximately $7,000. 
Members of the staff who have worked for years under the 
disadvantage of an arrangement in which material frequently 
called for had to be sought in various places in the old building 
can most fuUy appreciate the great convenience and economy 
of time made possible through the erection of the new stacks. 



The smninef work of quickly moying some 30,000 Toliimes 
into the new qaarten was made possible through the faithful 
labors of a part of the group of workers who have served the* 
library during the year. The library counts itself very fortu- 
nate in haying had a splendid corps of workers who have been 
ably directed by Mrs. Gladys Barkley as supervisor. Some 
have acquired unusual skill as bookbinders, others have served 
as clerical assistants or typists in cataloging processes. Still 
others have spent much time in sorting vast accumulations of 
uncataloged material, in ascertaining from the public catalog 
what items were duplicates, or in listing for disposal such 
duplicates or unwanted material. Altogether there has been 
carried out, in large measure, plans which have long been in 
mind, some of which have been referred to in previous reports, 
such as the work of backing maps with cloth, the artistic bind- 
ing of book rarities, the proper care of broken sets and scattered 
manuscripts, the indexing of portraits and the building of addi- 
tional shelves. Some idea of the extent of these operations can 
be obtained from a table which appears as a supplement to 
this report showing the progress of work from December 13, 
1935 to October 29, 1936. 

The cost of supplies for canying on the library project 
has been home entirely by the library. This constant addi- 
tional expenditure has made it a difficult matter to keep with- 
in the annual budget and still carry on ordinary activities. The 
contribution of the library to the project, counting cost of 
materials and the necessary part time supervision by four mem- 
bers of the staff, has been calculated to be $2,070 for the year. 
Necessarily the library has been a place of some confusion while 
all these activities were going on, particularly as the resources 
of the library were being heavily drawn upon day by day by 
workers interested in other federal government projects. It 
is hoped that in another year, the library project having again 
been set up for that length of time, there will be a complete 
return to ordinary conditions and to better working faciUties 
made possible through more orderly arrangement. 

The great increase in the use of the library reflects some of 
the heavy demands which have been mentioned. The total 
number of books issued during the year to readers over the 
Delivery Desk was 29,414, a gain of 24% over the figures for 
the previous year. The library^s service to more distant readers 



was also much increased. Loans were made of 210 volumes to 
28 libraries in 13 states, about two-thirds of these to institutions 
within the state of Louisiana. At the same time the library 
borrowed from other libraries 36 volumes from 12 institutions 
in 10 states. These figures both for outgoing and incoming 
loans are practically double those of the preceding year. The 
library received and replied to 92 mailed inquiries for informa- 
tion from 22 states covering a wide variety of subjects. Twenty- 
two special bibliographies were prepared in connection with 
these requests. 

There was a remarkable gain in the total number of books 
accessioned, due in part to many gifts and in part to the dis- 
covery of a large number of valuable and immediately needed 
books in the arrears. The number of accessioned books for the 
year was 5,200, far more than have been put through in any 
recent year, bringing the library^s present total holding to ap- 
proximately 83,000 volumes. As in previous years especial atten- 
tion was given to building up more complete sets of continua- 
tions and periodicals. The statistics show only the number of 
bound volumes and give no record of the countless unbound 
parts which were made accessible during the year. Some of the 
more interesting accessions, chiefly found in the library^s base- 
ment, were long runs of the earlier volumes of the Philosophical 
Transactions of the Royal Society of London, the publications 
of the Societe de FHistoire de France, a nearly complete set 
of the Canadian Archives Reports, CoUot^s Journal in North 
America, and such interesting local items as the charter of the 
New Orleans and CarroUton Railroad Company, published in 

1837, ^^Memoire Presente au Congres des Etats-Unis^' . • • par 
Les Habitans de la Louisiane, 1804 and H. Remy's ^^Tierra 

CaUente'' of 1859. 

The library has been the recipient this year of many gifts 
from many friends. The total number of recorded donations 
of books or pamphlets is 8,525, some of which are so unusual 
in character as to deserve special mention. The Times-Picayune 
Publishing Company presented 374 books, chiefly review copies, 
and 333 volumes of newspapers and generously provided at the 
same time, at a cost of $329.00, the steel stacks for the storing 
of the newspapers. Mrs. Albert Phelps, widow of the distin- 
guished Louisiana historian and journalist, gave to the library a 
most interesting collection which reveals the many interests 
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and abilities of her husband. Mr. Phelps was a musical critic, 
a cartoonist and a writer. The gift to the library is made up 
of 252 volumes or unbound parts dealing with music and 89 
miscellaneous volumes in which are included manuscripts, car- 
toons and editorial writings. Mrs. Nannie M. Bell, wife of the 
late Alonzo C. Bell, likewise presented to the library a valuable 
collection of 257 neatly bound volumes which had formed part 
of the family library. Mr. Robert Glenk gave to the library 
a collection of 616 volumes which are of especial value to the 
student of economics. Mr. John J. Howard of Richmond, Va., 
continued his previous kindness by presenting a copy of Mrs. 
Lockwood^s '^Gardens of Colony and State^' for the Southern 
States. Mr. Bertrand Cahn of New Orleans gave 430 books or 
periodicals chiefly on historical subjects. Mr. William C. Ehlers 
made an appreciated gift to the Swiss collection of the works 
of the well-known Swiss author, Jeremias Gotthelf. Mrs. Henry 
Laurens presented a number of interesting manuscript letters. 
Among other interesting gifts were 11 early maps and pamphlets 
from Mr. Edgar Grima, 345 photographic views of New Orleans 
from Mr. George Mugnier, 78 miscellaneous books presented 
by Mrs. J. Thomwell Witherspoon, 46 volumes of the journal 
L^IUustration from Mrs. John Wogan and 155 volumes of old 
standard French works from the estate of Mr. George Sarrat. 

Dr. Abraham Metz, a trustee of the library since 1911, pre- 
sented not only 54 books and magazines but also an interesting 
oil painting which now hangs in the reading room. This paint- 
ing, a Medusa head, is the work of Hermann Urban, an artist 
who was born in New Orleans but whose work is best known 
in Europe and especially in Munich, where he has lived for 
many years. 

Miss Annie Parrott, daughter of the founder of the library, 
has sent from time to time from London, most beautiful books 
chiefly dealing with travel and art. Miss Parrott during the 
year also made a further contribution to the book-plate fund 
and has at all times shown her keen interest in the progress 
of the library. 

Mention was made in last yearns report of a plan for a new 
library book-plate. The task of making the design was en- 
trusted to Dr. Ellsworth Woodward, long director of the New- 
comb College School of Art. The new ex-libris embodies 
artistically the portrait of Miss Annie Howard, founder of the 



library, against a background whicb symbolizes the library's 
geographical location and its special interest in the history of 
the lower Mississippi Valley. 

A new cluster of lights was installed in the reading room to 
help dispel the darkness in the current periodical alcove due to 
the cutting off of daylight by the new stack building. During 
the year a display book shelf was provided. From time to 
time displays have been made of books dealing with timely 
subjects of interest. 

New purchases of books were continued in fields of especial 
interest and for requested books in so far as the budget would 
permit. One of the more valuable works bought to fill a long- 
felt need was a standard treatise on Spanish costumes, D'lvori's 
^^Vestidos Tipicos de Espana.*' 

The library has received a large number of needed works 
on genealogy and southern history through advantageous ex- 
change arrangements. Exchanges of duplicates or unwanted 
material have been made for recent material which could not 
have been obtained otherwise. Sales of duplicates and 
especially of medical, legal and educational material not within 
the scope of the library have yielded returns commensurate 
with the amount of time it was possible to devote to such work. 

The staff remains as it was at the time of the last report. 
Student help was again given the library through the aid of 
the National Youth Administration. The library suffered an 
irreparable loss through the untimely death, on March 21st, of 
Dr. C. Jeff Miller who had been president of the Board of 
Trustees since 1932 and a member of the Board since 1926. He 
was a constant reader who seized precious moments while 
driving to and from his work or during long nights after the 
duties of the day were done, to keep abreast not only with his 
professional field but with all that was new and best in general 
literature. He found time in a busy life to come frequently to 
the library and was always keenly interested in its progress. 
We shall not soon meet his equal as a kind and scholarly gen- 
tleman and administrator. 

This is the tenth report of the present librarian. Looking 
back to 1927 it seems we have reason to feel that much real 
progress has been made. The library is now a far more active 
institution than it formerly was, and is growing in usefulness, 
it is hoped, from year to year. In ten years, use of the library 
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has practically tripled and the total number of books available 
has increased from 56,000 to 83,000. We look forward to a 
perfectly orderly arrangement of all the library^s uncataloged 
resources and to better things generally. Much remains to be 
done to bring the library up to proper standards. There is need 
of a librarian's office and provision of shelf space for the grow- 
ing collection of the library's rare books. Eventually there 
should be additional shelves in the reading room and replace- 
ment of out-worn furniture. It will not be long until the library 
will be celebrating its fiftieth anniversary. By that time, it is 
to be hoped, the library will be as proper in its arrangements 
and equipment as on the day it was first opened to the public.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

I have the honor of presenting the forty-ninth annual report 
of the Ubrary and the eleventh of the present librarian. 

The year 1936-37 will be memorable in the annals of the 
library for the continuation of many activities which were re- 
ferred to in the report made a year ago. During the summer 
a second floor was added to the stack wing of the building, the 
cost of which, amounting to $6,259, was generously borne by 
Mr. Alvin P. Howard as an additional gift to the building for 
which he had previously made contributions. A concrete floor 
was put down over the books already in place on the first floor 
and it is to the credit of the workmen that such skill was used 
that no books below suffered injury from water. Steel stacks 
matching those of the first floor were erected and by August 
classes of books represented in the Dewey scheme by the num- 
bers 500 to 700 and part of the 800's were moved into place. 
The shifting processes greatly relieved the crowded quarters of 
the old building but not to as great an extent as had been 
hoped. The addition of a third stack floor as planned for the 
future should make for quite ideal conditions for some time. 

The Works Progress Administration project has been con- 
tinued throughout the year, supplying the library with a group 
of thirty-five persons, many of them now quite skilled in vari- 
ous kinds of work carried on in the library. The vast accumu- 
lation of uncataloged material in the basement has finally been 
roughly classified to such an extent that cataloged books on a 
given subject can now be quite readily supplemented by un- 
cataloged material. All newspapers were arranged in syste- 
matic order and scores of such files as those of which the 
library has only scattered numbers were encased in stout card- 
board covers. The work of book-binding was continued and 
enlarged upon. New space for a group of binders has been 
temporarily provided for in one end of the new stacks. 
Throughout the hbrary the new bindings neatly made by the 
workers are much in evidence. Particularly is this true in the 



rapidly growing section devoted to Louisiana in which more 
and more completed bound sets are ranged in order. 

Much useful indexing has been done. The library^s collec- 
tion of cards showing portraits of persons who have played a 
part in Louisiana history now numbers about 29,400. An index 
of newspaper holdings by place, year and by title provides a 
tool used daily to good advantage. Special indexes have been 
made of the typewritten records of Louisiana genealogy pre- 
sented for several years by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. An index of all maps of Louisiana has been com- 
pleted, which records year, place and name of map maker. 
The Ubrary's extensive collection of scrapbooks, growing from 
year to year, has been fully indexed. There has also been 
made an index of all sheet music in the library, showing name 
of composer, title, publisher, cover illustration, author of songs, 
artists and dedications. 

The Despatches of the Spanish Governors of Louisiana, 
photographs of records in the archives of Seville obtained a 
good many years ago and heretofore kept loosely in boxes, 
have been mounted and excellently bound into twenty-five 
volumes. These records are presently being frequently used 
and are being translated in full into English under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Stanley Arthur as one part of a project which he 
is directing. More of the library^s collection of manuscripts 
were arranged and bound. This material covers a variety of 
subjects and consists of such material as business and family 
papers, historical records, genealogical data, diaries and ac- 
counts of travellers of an earlier day. These manuscripts have 
been studied and partially recorded during the year as part of 
a government project directed by Dr. G. Lugano. 

The library^s set of serial government documents was 
checked over in an effort to eUminate duplicates and to fill 
gaps through exchanges with other institutions. 

This brief resume of some of the activities of the Works 
Progress Administration workers is expressed graphically in a 
table which forms a part of this report. The workers have 
been ably supervised since August by Mrs. Anna Trepagnier, 
successor in office to Mrs. Gladys Barkley. So much useful 
work remains yet to be done that it seemed advisable to ask 
to have the Works Progress Administration project set up for 
another year. More time will, in the future, be given to book 



binding and to a more accurate classification of uncataloged 
material. 

As in all previous recent years the use of the library has 
increased. Our principal measuring stick is the circulation of 
books over the counter to readers. This year the total number 
of books so called for was 32,050, a gain of nearly 10% over 
the figures of last year and a gain of 170% over the figures 
of 1928, the first of recent years in which a printed report was 
made. The greatest number of calls was for books on history 
and the smallest for books on the subjects of philosophy, re- 
ligion and philology. 

The use of the library by distant readers served through 
interlibrary loans has also greatly increased. Six hundred and 
twenty-eight volumes were loaned to 28. libraries in 9 States, 
three times the number of volumes so loaned last year. The 
library borrowed for its readers 36 volumes from 10 libraries 
in 6 States. As in 1936, the library throughout the year was 
constantly thronged by an unusually large number of govern- 
ment workers engaged on one project or another. However, 
a cross section of questions asked at the desk, or received by 
mail (there were some 141 such inquiries coming from 22 
States during the year) would show that a wide variety of 
problems are daily presented for solution by readers repre- 
senting many interests. Lawyers, bankers, historians, novelists, 
advertising writers, journalists, genealogists, chemists, teachers 
and students, clubwomen and producers of moving pictures — 
these — and representatives of numerous other professions, are 
among the many who from time to time have called upon the 
library for assistance. 

Frequently the library is asked to report upon its holdings 
in various fields. This year a report on general reference ma- 
terial was forwarded to the Board on Resources of American 
Libraries. Just now a check-list of American novels published 
between 1774 and 1850 is being reported on for a Huntington 
Library publication. The library has been requested to furn- 
ish information on early railroad material to another library. 
The Union List of Newspapers of the United States, 1821 to 
1936, published during the year, records the library's holdings 
of newspapers. On French works a report has been made to 
Letouzey et Ane, Editeurs of the Repertoire de Bibliographie 
Fran^aise. 
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The library has many devoted friends who bring it gifts, 
so many that it is hoped there may soon be organized a group 
such as is found connected with many Ubraries, to be known 
as the Friends of the Howard Memorial Library. This year 
the library received as gifts a total of 9,838 books, pamphlets 
or periodicals, an increase of over 1,000 items over the figures 
of last year. Many of these contributions came from friends 
who had frequently remembered the library in the past. The 
Times-Picayune Publishing Co. sent not only 14 bound volumes 
of newspapers but also 206 miscellaneous volumes. Among the 
latter were two much appreciated sets, the writings of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and the work of Dr. Dunbar Rowland on Jef- 
ferson Davis. Miss Annie Parrott, daughter of Mrs. Annie 
Howard Parrott, founder of the library, sent many choice books 
from London and especially much timely material on corona- 
tion ceremonies. Mrs. Albert Phelps added to her gifts of last 
year many treasured manuscripts and drawings, the work of 
her gifted husband. Mr. John J. Howard sent from Richmond 
the companion volume of Lockwood^s Gardens of Colony and 
State. Mrs. Henry Laurens of New Orleans, presented some 
choice French and Italian works which had been in the library 
of her father, Mr. Franklin B. Dexter, former librarian of Yale 
University. 

One of the most notable gifts of the year was the collection 
of 719 volumes, chiefly on chemical subjects, presented by Dr. 
Abraham L. Metz, one of the library^s oldest trustees in point 
of service. Dr. Metz's collection included a complete set <rf 
Chemical Abstracts, a long run of the Journal of Biological 
Chemistry, later years of the Journal of the American Chem- 
ical Society, many of the Proceedings of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association and a large group of useful chemical 
treatises. Among the rare books in the collection were Wed- 
delFs "Histoire Naturelle des Quinquinas." 1849; Carson's "Il- 
lustrations of Medical Botany,'' published in Philadelphia in 
1847, and Nees v. Esenbeck's "Plantae Medicinales," Dussel- 
dorf, 1828. 

Through the instrumentality of Mr. John M. Evans, Chief 
Engineer of the New Orleans Fire Department the library re- 
ceived an interesting collection of the records of old New 
Orleans fire companies such as existed before the time the fire 
service was taken over by the city. As rapidly as possible 
these records will be put in order and properly rebound. 



Dr. Rudolph Matas presented 745 numbers of unbound 
periodicals. Mr. Felix Alcus presented the library with 152 
and Mr. S. Dresdner with 216 numbers of engineering jour- 
nals. Miss Anne Robertson gave a useful collection of 891 
pamphlets chiefly relating to Louisiana, and Miss Ottilie Lam- 
bert presented a long file of the Musical Courier containing 
her own notes on musical events of New Orleans. Many other 
donors, not all of whom can be mentioned here, gave to the 
library useful collections of valuable material. 

A large number of single volumes as well as sets were 
brought up and accessioned from the library's collection of 
books in arrears. Among sets may be noted Ravaisson's 
"Archives de la Bastille," Jeremy Bentham's works, De La- 
porte's Journeys (the German edition) in 36 volumes, Vol- 
taire's works in 60 volumes, and many volumes of the Collec- 
tion de Documents Inedits sur FHistoire de France, published 
by the Minister of Public Education. 

The library's purchases were necessarily limited. Among 
other much appreciated acquisitions were several reprints of 
rare Texas items published by Steck, Taylor's Garden Dic- 
tionary, and recent volumes of Print Prices Current. 

The Ubrary added to its genealogical collection wherever 
possible. A considerable number of valuable reference works 
in this field was acquired through exchanges. In all about 80 
volumes on genealogy were added during the year. 

The total number of books accessioned for the year, 5,500 
volumes, is greater than for any previous year within recent 
times. While this number of bound volumes gives some idea 
of the work carried on by the cataloger and her assistants, it 
gives no record of the thousands of unbound parts of continua- 
tions and periodicals which were added to the shelves and 
which eventually will become parts of volumes. 

In physical equipment, outside the stack wing, the chief 
additions were in basement shelving and in the beginning of 
a transformation of the former directors' room into the 
librarian's office. Necessary electric wiring and gas connec- 
tions have been made and several sections of cases for rare 
books have been built for this room. It is hoped that the 
office may be completely equipped in the near future. From 
time to time framed pictures representing old views of the 
city of New Orleans or its environs have been hung on the 
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walls of the library. One of these colored prints was used two 
years ago in reduced form by an advertising firm for a poster. 
This year two other views are being similarly reproduced for 
advertising purposes. Mr. William S. Pfaff presented the li- 
brary with a splendid framed Audubon print which is very 
appropriate and much appreciated. 

Sales of duplicate material have continued with a fair de- 
gree of success. In addition many profitable exchanges have 
been made, a number of institutions having come forward with 
offers. 

At the time of the last annual meeting, Mr. Esmond Phelps 
was elected president and Mr. Stamps Farrar was elected a 
trustee to fill the vacancies made through the death of Dr. 
Miller. The library has suffered much of late because of sud- 
den death but never more severely than this year when Mr. 
Alvin P. Howard, Trustee and Secretary and Treasurer since 
1911 was suddenly stricken on September 29th in the midst of 
life and apparent health while on a visit to Texas. The library 
has lost one of its best friends. Faithful in duty, he assumed 
his responsibilities cheerfully and hopefully. He was generous 
and kind and wise in counsel. He set a splendid example as a 
good citizen. Ve who are left more than ever feel the duty 
of carrying on the work of the library in which he interested 
himself so largely to the best of our abilities. At a special 
meeting on October 14th, Mr. Edgar B. Howard was elected 
Secretary and Treasurer to fill the place made vacant because 
of the death of his brother. Mr. Paul Villere at the same time 
was formally elected Assistant Secretary. 

The librarian would here record his appreciation of the 
friendly help and guidance given him by members of the 
Board of Trustees and for the fine spirit of cooperation shown 
by members of the staff and those assisting them.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

This year marks half a century of progress in the history of 
the Kbrary. The year 1938 will long be remembered, not only 
because it is the year covered by the fiftieth annual report of 
the library, but, also because, in the course of events, a mo- 
mentous change has come about, which will vitally affect the 
future history of the institution. On April 8, 1938, an agree- 
ment was drawn up between the trustees of the Howard Mem- 
orial Library and the trustees of Tulane University under 
which the library is to be united with the libraries of Tulane 
University and Newcomb College. The libraries of the three 
institutions are to be housed in a new building, which is to be 
built on the Tulane University campus and which is to be 
ready for occupancy by the fall of 1940. Mr. Moise Goldstein, 
one of the library^s board members was selected to be the 
architect of the new building. 

It is contemplated that the Howard Memorial Library will 
retain its identity in the new building, that it will have a 
separate reading room and catalog and that its books will be 
separately shelved in a section of the book stacks, apart from 
the books of the university. Your librarian was named direc- 
tor of the new united libraries and in July assumed the duties 
of this position, though continuing to maintain his office at 
the Howard Memorial Library building. 

It seems appropriate at this time, to review the early his- 
tory of the library, which now, after fifty years of service 
looks forward to a changed status. Many of the early records 
of the library were unfortunately destroyed in a fire which 
occurred in the office of Mr. Frank T. Howard, about the year 
1896. It has been necessary, therefore, to go to the newspapers 
of the period 1887 to 1890 to learn something of the progress 
of the library from its earliest conception to the time when it 
was well started on its career. 

Apparently, the first announcement of the splendid gift of 
the library by Miss Annie Howard appeared in the newspapers

of January 30, 1887. It was said that Miss Howard was cany- 
ing out a scheme of benefaction which had been in the mind 
of Mr. Charles T. Howard, her father, whose death had pre- 
vented the fulfiUment of the plan. It is interesting, in view 
of the action which has recently taken place, that this first 
announcement stated rather definitely that the library would 
be under the control of Tulane University. It was said that 
Colonel William Preston Johnson, the president of Tulane Uni- 
versity, called into consultation with Mr. Frank T. Howard, 
had selected the site at the corner of Camp and Delord Streets 
and that the lot had been purchased for the sum of $12,000. 
It was announced that the edifice would be erected according 
to plans of the late Henry Hobson Richardson, though the de- 
sign had not been prepared in connection with this particular 
library, Mr. Richardson having died before Mr. Howard^s in- 
tention had taken a positive form. It was thought that the 
library would become one of the best in the South. It was to 
be planned after the Ames Memorial Library of North Easton, 
Massachusetts, and the Astor Library of New York. 

There was general rejoicing over the possibilities for good 
of the new institution in a city so badly in need of better 
library facilities that it was estimated there was not more than 
a total of 65,000 volumes available in all libraries open to the 
public. Charles Dudley Warner, wrote on February 8, 1887, 
a letter of congratulation, in which he said, among other things, 
"I expected very much of Tulane University, and I expect more 
of it now that it is to have this powerful right arm.^' Evidently 
some time elapsed before the decision was definitely made to 
set up the new library as an independent institution, having 
no affiliation with any university. 

By August 30 of this same year the city, properly under- 
standing that, ^'such a display of public spirit, as Miss Howard 
had shown, should be recognized,^' resolved in Council (No. 
2446 Council Series), ^'that the street in front of the new li- 
brary, heretofore known as Delord Street, and in its continua- 
tion to the New Basin as Triton Walk Street, should in future 
be designated as Howard Avenue.^' 

In a New Orleans newspaper of the following year, on 
January 22, 1888, appeared the first description of the archi- 
tectural features of the new building. The uncertainty as to 
whether brick or stone was to be chiefly used, had been an- 



awered in favor of brown stone from the Keebe quarries of 
Longmeadow, Massachusetts. Three hundred and fifty piles 
had been driven to a depth of 25 feet to provide the founda- 
tion. The contractors were Norcross Brothers; the architects 
Shepley, Rutan and Coolidge of Boston, were represented lo- 
cally by Mr. H. G. King. 

During the summer, announcement was made of the ap- 
pointment of Charles Alexander Nelson, as the first librarian. 
Mr. Nelson had previously served at the Astor Library in New 
York and was, in fact, released before the expiration of his 
contract with that library, to accept the new position. Mr. 
Nelson purchased books in New York during the early fall, 
and came to New Orleans in November, 1888. The new library 
had looked to the Astor Library for guidance in several mat- 
ters, among other things having adopted with some modifica- 
tions, the charter and by-laws of the famous New York library. 

The rising building had attracted much attention during 
the year, so much, that it was reported it was found necessary 
to erect a high board fence around the lot to keep visitors 
from danger. The matter of light and air had been a popular 
concern, many thinking the arrangements for these requisites 
imperfect. When the building was ready, it was found, how- 
ever, that the architects had planned wisely and well for both 
air and light, and that artificial illumination during the day 
was not ordinarily necessary. 

In November, experiments were made in illuminating the 
building. The gas lamps provided were pronounced most 
artistic and effective in producing a soft subdued light. Privi- 
leged visitors were much impressed with the carved hammer 
beams forming a circle above the reading room, and especially 
with their terminations in the form of griffins' heads. 

It was announced in December, 1888, that John Evans of 
the firm of Evans and Toombs, of Boston, had arrived with 
workers to carve the designs on the stones over the entrance 
to the library. If there was any ceremony attending the lay- 
ing of a cornerstone, or the first breaking of ground, the news- 
papers of the city failed to record the fact. No marked cor- 
nerstone for the building is visible, as a matter of fact, but it 
is possible the large square stone from which springs the arch 
above the entrance to the library, served as a substitute for a 
cornerstone. This massive stone has upon its face an elaborate 
carving of the seal of the city of New Orleans.

Early in December, 1888, the first Board of Trustees was 
chosen, Mr. Albert Baldwin, President, together with the fol- 
lowing named associates: General G. T. Beauregard, Judge 
Edward C. Billings, Cohen M. Soria, John T. Hardie, Robert 
Maxwell, Walter H. Rogers, Charles E. Fenner, Chapman H. 
Hyams, Rev. John N. Galleher, Harry T. Howard, Richard H. 
Jesse, Sigmund Katz, Frank T. Howard and General Randall 
L. Gibson. 

By early March, 1889, the building was ready for the formal 
dedication. Some 9,000 volumes had been made ready and 
placed in various alcoves arranged by classes. Formal invita- 
tions for the opening ceremonies to take place on the evening 
of March 3 were issued, these, necessarily to a selected group 
of people, because of the limited space in the library in which 
the exercises were to be held. At eight o^clock the guests were 
assembled in the reading room, among others. Miss Annie 
Howard and her mother. Governor Francis T. Nicholls, Mrs. 
Charles Gayarre, Professor Alcee Fortier and Councilman Abra- 
ham Brittin, who was later to serve many years as president dT 
the library board. President Baldwin announced that Bishop 
Galleher would offer the invocation. Judge Charles E. Fen- 
ner then read the brief letter of Miss Howard, turning over 
the library to the trustees. Miss Howard said in delivering the 
books and the endowment of the association into the hands of 
the trustees, ^^I have selected this, the birthday of him, the 
love for whom suggested and has inspired my whole desire 
and undertaking, on which to formally and completely transfer 
into your possession and through you into that of the public 
of the city of New Orleans the building, the books and the 
endowment of the association.'' 

The answer to Miss Howard's letter was read by President 
Baldwin. Then followed the reading of a dedicatory poem 
by the gifted Mrs. Mary Ashley Townsend. Mrs. Townsend 
was present in person but the poem was read with deep feel- 
ing by Judge W. W. Howe. The oration of the evening was 
delivered by Judge Edward C. Billings. Judge Billings in the 
course of his remarks, praised the lofty filial devotion which 
had expressed itself in the establishment of a living and en- 
during monument. With the benediction by Reverend I. L. 
Leucht, the formal opening dT the library was brought to a 
close. On the following day, Mardi Gras of 1889, the building 
was thrown open to the general public.

It has seemed fitting to go over in this brief fashion, some 
of the facts dealing with the beginning of the library. It would 
be of interest to arrange for a meeting commemorating the an- 
niversary of the founding, but, with the present crowded con- 
dition of the building, it may be better to wait until a new 
and more commodious building has been provided, at which 
time some discussion of the library's early history would be 
appropriate. 

The fiftieth year of the Ubrary's development has seen the 
usual growth in the extension of its usefulness. Throughout 
the past year the reading room has usually been filled to its 
capacity; at times it has been difficult to find seats for all the 
readers. Judging from the number of books issued on call 
slips, the increase in the use of the library was about 22% 
over that of the preceding year, a total of 40,074 books having 
been issued at the Delivery Desk. Such constant increases in 
the use of the library make the planned expansion into a new 
building a necessity. The present building served its time and 
generation, but is outgrown for present and future purposes. 
With the announcement of plans for the future all thought of 
the changes in the present building such as proposed in prev- 
ious reports was abandoned. 

The library during the year borrowed for the use of read- 
ers 20 books from 6 libraries, and loaned to other institutions 
292 volumes which went to 26 libraries in IS states. The num- 
ber of inquiries for information which came to the library 
directly and indirectly by mail was unusually large, some 141 
letters in all, which came from readers scattered throughout 
the United States. The increasing number of these inquiries 
which require much time on the part of the reference librarian 
is additional evidence that the library fills an important part 
in the dissemination of knowledge. As in other years the 
library was frequently credited in book prefaces with having 
contributed valuable aid in the production of such books. 

A cross section of questions asked at the reference desk 
would present a bewildering variety. The library is in the 
habit of recording some of the more important of these for 
future reference. Among other questions submitted for solu- 
tion this year have been noted fifteen on family history, twenty- 
five which involved the preparation of bibliographies, seven 
on values of books, five on imprints and others on such diverse 
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subjects as Walt Whitman in New Orleans, Spanish moss. 
Father Ryan, old pitchers, Polish settlers in New Orleans, Ada 
Menken, the music of Gottschalk, the epitaph on the tomb of 
Jane Placide, and the voltage and kind of electric current used 
in the Panama Canal Zone. 

The total number of books accessioned during the year was 
3,011, making the present holdings of cataloged books approxi- 
mately 90,000 volumes. As in other recent years much time 
and energy was devoted to building up incomplete sets of 
periodicals and continuations. A request for the library's hold- 
ings of American novels of the period 1750 to 1850 gave an 
opportunity to bring from the arrears all uncataloged books 
of this kind. Some unusual discoveries were made, one of the 
most interesting being a copy of a novel ^^The Prisoners of 
Niagara'* by Jesse L. Holman, published in Frankfort, Ken- 
tucky in 1810. This book was written by its author when he 
was a very young man. Mr. Holman afterward attained con- 
siderable fame, and regretting, it is said, that he had written 
this earlier work made efforts to destroy all copies. The 
library's copy, said to be unique by the Huntington Library 
which is printing a study of these novels, survived in a private 
library of Natchez. 

Among other interesting accessions may be mentioned a 
manuscript copy of a location book used in building the 
Raleigh and Gaston Railroad, a photostat copy of the botanical 
notes of Thomas Drummond made when he visited the region 
near New Orleans about 1835, and photostat copies of manu- 
scripts in French and Spanish relating to the life of Father 
Antonio de Sedella, the well-known priest of New Orleans, 
popularly known as Pere Antoine. 

Of great importance to historians were the accessioned 
volumes, 22 in number, produced through the work of re- 
search students directed by Mr. Stanley Arthur, much of the 
work having been done in the library. These volumes in- 
clude 12 dealing with Spanish West Florida, 4 which are trans- 
lations of the library's copies of papers of Louisiana gover- 
nors during the Spanish regime, and 6 miscellaneous volumes, 
chiefly translations of documents or books in the library here- 
tofore not available in an English translation. Especially gen- 
erous to the library was the Library of Congress which loaned 
a large number of photostat copies of Spanish documents deal- 
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ing with the history of this region. These are being translated 
and made available in Yolumes of conyenient size which are 
minutely indexed. 

The library's purchases were necessarily modest but in- 
cluded many important works dT reference. Especially inter- 
esting for the region was a photostat copy of the Memoirs of 
Pierre Clement Laussat, French commissioner in Louisiana at 
the time of its transfer to the United States. This book, printed 
in Pan, France in 1831, is known as a great rarity. There are 
very few copies in America or elsewhere. The book is owned 
in New Orleans by Mr. Andre Lafargue to whom it was pre- 
sented by a member of the Laussat family. It is a photostat 
copy of this volume which the library has now acquired 
through the good offices of Mr. James J. Fortier, Director of 
the Louisiana State Museum. The book is now being trans- 
lated at the library into English under the direction of Mr. 
Stanley Arthur. 

The library is under deepest obligations to the many donors 
who have presented to it during the year a total of 16,862 
volumes. The complete list of donors makes a part of this re- 
port. Special mention can here be made of only a few of the 
library's many generous friends. The list might well begin 
with two of the library's directors, Mr. Moise Goldstein and 
Dr. A. L. Metz. Mr. Goldstein presented some rare and un- 
usual material which throws light upon the life of Mr. Robert 
Mills who is remembered as an outstanding architect and engi- 
neer. Mr. Mills, a native of South Carolina, designed many 
early federal buildings and among other great works, the 
Washington Monimient. The relics presented by Mr. Gold- 
stein include printed copies of some of Mills' rarest early re* 
ports on internal improvements and two manuscript diaries 
containing a number of interesting freehand sketches. Dr. 
Metz continued the many kindnesses shown by him in the past 
by presenting to the library 769 books or pamphlets chiefly 
dealing with chemical subjects. Mr. John J. Howard of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, bought for the library a much appreciated set 
of world maps conveniently mounted in chart form, a most 
useful reference help. Miss Annie Parrott, daughter of the 
founder of the library, sent from London from time to time 
collections of books chiefly on art, travel and Anglo-Saxon 
Israel. The library is indebted to Mrs. John Watt for large 
collections of pamphlets and newspaper clippings sent at vari- 
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OU6 times. Dr. Clarence Bonnett sent the library a collection 
of over 800 pamphlets on economic subjects. Mrs. Louis Voss 
presented over 300 periodicals or pamphlets dealing with the 
World War. Among other donors of large collections were the 
Athenee Louisianais which gave to the library over 1,500 
pieces, many of them parts of continuations which the library 
is building up, and the Hibernia National Bank which donated 
a collection of over 4,000 books and pamphlets largely con- 
cerned with banking and finance. Mrs. Albert Phelps added 
to the many gifts made in previous years, a collection of 
volumes on music, a set of the writings of Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich and a number of unpublished manuscripts, all of 
which had been a part of the library of her gifted husband. 

An unusual gift of a kind which the library can use to good 
advantage came through the suggestion of Dr. R. A. Stein- 
mayer of the Geology Department of Tulane University. This 
gift amounting to nearly $1,000 was the residue of a fund col- 
lected for the entertainment of delegates to the annual meet- 
ing of the American Association of Petroleum Geologists re- 
cently held in New Orleans. This sum is being spent for books 
in the field of geology, and special efforts are being made to 
acquire all good material relating to the petroleum geology 
of this region. 

The library would have been unable to do all that it has 
done in the past year without the help which has been sup- 
plied by the Works Progress Administration. Throu^out the 
year the library has had the assistance of a group of 35 work- 
ers ably supervised by Mrs. Anna Trepagnier. Most in evi- 
dence as a part of the work of this project are the great num- 
ber of skillfully bound books, on many of which, especially the 
fragile newspapers, hours of faithful work had been devoted 
in making repairs or restorations. The project, which means 
so much to the institution in useful results obtained at rela- 
tively slight cost for materials has been set up to go on for 
another year. 

The library has also had valuable help during the year 
from a smaller group of National Youth Administration work- 
ers who have come to assist in many useful ways. Their con- 
tribution has been made through the splendid cooperation of 
State Director A. J. Sarre. 

Advance work is being carried out for the removal of the 
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library as has been planned for the year 1940. Records of 
holdings of periodical sets and continuations are being checked 
carefully against the holdings of similar material at Tulane 
University and Newcomb College. It will be desirable to make 
some exchanges of material with these institutions to complete 
sets to mutual advantage. This process will reveal many dupli- 
cates which should be exchanged with other libraries for parts 
of sets not available in the united hbraries. 

There is need in this Ubrary for a grant for cataloging pur- 
poses which can be done only under trained supervision. To 
bring the Howard Memorial Library up to the standard which 
will be set for the Tulane University Library there should be 
a systematic recataloging of many books imperfectly cataloged 
in the past on manuscript cards and there should be cataloged 
as new a large collection of books in arrears. Through the 
help of a group of workers directed by Mr. John Andreasson 
on the American Imprints Survey, the library is being furn- 
ished gratuitously with a list of all uncataloged books now in 
the library basement. The time is opportune for undertaking 
the cataloging of this useful additional material which makes 
a collection of upwards of 25,000 volumes. It is hoped that 
one of the educational foundations will find it possible to grant 
aid for this project which would contribute greatly to the bet- 
terment of library facilities in New Orleans. 

Your librarian has had the privilege of visiting many large 
university libraries during the year in search of knowledge 
needed toward planning the new building. In August a trip 
was made with Mr. Moise Goldstein to a dozen or more libraries 
between Atlanta and New York City. Earlier in the summer 
most of the leading university libraries in the Mississippi Val- 
ley were visited by the librarian around the time of the annual 
meeting of the American Library Association in Kansas City. 
It is hoped that a building can be built which will serve ac- 
ceptably the joint institutions with their present holdings and 
which will allow for expected added growth for the next half 
century. 

The librarian would here record his gratitude for much 
help and encouragement from members of the Board of Direc- 
tors and for a staff which has at all times cooperated most 
admirably.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

TO THE 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

OF THE 

HOWARD MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

The year has been marked by actiyities in preparation for 
the remoyal <^ the library to a new building. Planning has gone 
ahead on the assumption that the Howard Memorial Library 
will retain its identity in the new structure which is to house 
jointly the libraries of Tulane University, Newcomb College 
and this library. Accordingly plans have been completed by 
architect Moise Ck)ldstein and his associates for a building 
which will adequately house the collections of the three insti- 
tutions, provide seats for about a thousand readers and have 
within it necessary conveniences such as are required for the 
general public and for the university body to be served. It is 
estimated that the joint holdings of the three libraries when 
moved into the new quarters will be about 250,000 volumes. 
Stack space has been planned for 500,000 volumes, which should 
be sufficient for a period of twenty years, judging by the rate 
of growth of similar libraries elsewhere. It is believed that not 
more than 1,000 seats will be required for some time to come. 

So far as the Howard Library's patrons are concerned, pro- 
vision is being made for a general reading room on the second 
floor of the three-story building to be built and for a part of 
the Rare Book Room. Book stacks will be found on seven levels 
with separation by aisles of the two collections, Howard Mem- 
orial and Tulane-Newcomb. The library's present collection of 
bound newspapers, about 5,000 volumes, will be found on the 
first and second level of book-stacks, opposite a newspaper 
reading room which will seat some 50 rea^lers. The library's 
catalogs will stand right and left of the Delivery Desk on the sec- 
ond floor. It is expected that the Howard Memorial Library's 
patrons wiU have the privilege of using the other reading rooms 
to be provided, namely. Reserved Book Reading Room, Tulane 
University General Reading Room, Map Room, Recreational 
Reading Room, Outdoor or Garden Reading Room, and on the 
third floor of the building. Fine Arts Room, Engineering and 
Science Room, Graduate Study Room and Social Service Read- 



ing Room. The new arrangements will provide comforts and 
conveniences heretofore unrealizable and it is hoped will great- 
ly extend the usefulness of the joint collections. 

Already much work has been done to make the libraries in- 
volved in this merger more serviceable. It was indicated in last 
yearns report that there was great need of additional cataloging 
in the Howard Memorial Library to revise imperfect older work 
and to make available uncataloged books. Fortunately, the li- 
brary received a grant in aid for this purpose in April, 1939, 
from the Carnegie Corporation of New York. The amount 
granted was $10,000 which is to be expended over a two-year 
period. Miss Vera Sailer came to join the cataloging force frcmi 
Western Reserve University. Mrs. Ethel Wight Usher gave tem- 
porary service and was followed shortly after by Miss Sara 
Lynn Hart from Louisiana State University Library and Miss 
Mildred Rea Shaw, a graduate of Newcomb College. Quarters 
were prepared on the second floor of the building in what had 
originally been the Directors^ Room. A multigraph with type- 
setting device was bought for the printing of cards for which 
no Library of Congress cards are to be had. A multigraph op- 
erator was supplied from the Works Progress Administration 
group at work in the library and work has proceeded steadily 
under the direction of Miss Muriel G. Richardson, cataloger. 
Miss Richardson is also directing the work of a similar project 
at Tulane and Newcomb libraries which is calculated to make 
the collections of those two libraries fit together in a single 
catalog and with a single book arrangement. Much remains to 
be done in perfecting the catalog of the Howard Memorial Li- 
brary but its collection of rarities has been largely cataloged, 
including the Hoehn Collection of Swiss Literature and work 
is now going on by classes both for old and new accessions. 
Material of importance is being brought from the collections 
of arrears as work progresses, to fit into the various classes be- 
ing recataloged. 

The work of combining sets of periodicals and continuations 
in the three libraries in such a way as to do away with un- 
needed duplicates is being pushed as rapidly as possible. In 
this process many duplicates are being found. These are now 
being exchanged with other institutions for parts of sets re- 
quired here. 

Altogether, these various activities added to those resulting 
from the help of a Works Progress Administration group of 



some SO workers directed by Mrs. Anna Trepagnier have made 
the library less a quiet retreat and more a place of bustling 
energies. 

Praise is due the group which continues to serve the library 
as a part of the government set-up of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration now continuing into its sixth year. Many of the 
workers have become skilled binders; some have helped with 
mending books; others have assisted in various processes, in- 
cluding labeling, typing and filing. During the year, among 
other binding projects, the library's collection of newspapers 
was largely repaired or rebound and similar work was done on 
the United States Census publications and those of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. Without the willing help extended by this 
group it would have been impossible to put in order the thou- 
sands of books, pamphlets and maps requiring binding. 

Since the library has always supplied all materials needed, 
the financial burden of carrying on has been diflPicult, but it is 
felt that the expenditures made have been justified in the effort 
to provide greater accessibility and proper book coverings, and 
especially because there is as yet no assurance that it will be 
possible to move the government project into the new building. 

A statistical survey of work accomplished during the year 
reveals the usual growth in service to the public though there 
is a slight falling off in book issuance. The number of books 
loaned to readers for use in the library was 37,697 a decrease 
of 6^0 over the number used last year, probably due to the fact 
that last year's record, very high, included the handling of an 
unusually large number of books for mere examination as im- 
prints. There were 228 volumes circulated as loans to 31 li- 
braries, while the library borrowed at the same time from five 
cooperating libraries 67 volumes. 

While a good many books have been withdrawn because of 
duplications discovered in the combining process, the number 
of accessioned volumes now stands at 96,480 of which 4,400 
volumes were added during the past year. A considerable part 
of these accessions was from books received in earlier years 
previously uncataloged. 

Records show that the library has received during the past 
year 132 letters requesting information, to say nothing of con- 
stant requests by telephone and occasional inquiries by tele- 
graph. Information is sought on all conceivable subjects. Per- 
haps the questions asked most frequently are those involving 
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persons who formerly lived in the city, the value of old books 
or coins and matters of family history in which inheritances are 
concerned. The resources of the library have been thoroughly 
combed during the year by workers who have come to it from 
various government projects looking for information on local 
history, art and imprints. 

Among new books purchased were important additions in 
the field of petroleum technology made possible through a gift 
referred to in last yearns report. Sets were purchased of the 
Zeitschrift fur Geophysik, the publications of the G^logical 
Society of America, the Bulletin of the American Society of 
Petroleum G^logists, publications of the Society of Explora- 
tion Geophysicists, Institution of Petroleum Technologists and 
the American Petroleum Institute. In addition a large number 
of individual books was acquired relating to the same subjects. 

The library has been the recipient of an unusual number 
of gifts in the past year. Miss Annie Parrott, daughter of the 
founder of the library, in March came from her home in Lon- 
don to pay the library a visit. She has throughout the year 
sent from England many useful and attractive books largely 
dealing with art or history. Miss Parrott has also sent a much 
appreciated gift in the form of a copy of the portrait of her 
mother which was painted by Benjamin Constant. This copy, 
made by Vandyk, is said to closely resemble the original in 
every respect. It is planned that this portrait, now housed tem- 
porarily in the present building will grace the Howard Mem- 
orial Library Reading Room of the new building. 

Throughout his life, Dr. Abraham Metz, long a member of 
the Board of Trustees, presented from time to time many need- 
ed chemical works. This year the total number of such books 
which he presented was 392 and after his sad death in February 
his family sent a further coUection of material. The Times- 
Picayune Publishing Company, in continuation of previous 
kindnesses sent a collection of 253 volumes, in part bound news- 
papers. Mr. George A. Kohn and Mrs. Marie Therese Kohn 
presented the library with some unusually good material on the 
early history of Louisiana. From the library of the late Perry 
Young, from Mrs. Paul Godchaux and from the New Orleans 
Association of Commerce came large collections of desirable 
material. Welcome additions of large collections, chiefly of 
periodicals, came from Mr. F. L. Dusenbury, Mrs. Irving Lyons, 
Mr. Eugene Dumas and Mr. J. A. Reinecke. Mr. Albert Lieu- 



taud sent as a timely gift files of current Parisian newspapers. 
Mr. James Feibleman presented a splendid collection of 433 
books or pamphlets many of which are literary essays. 

From the New Orleans Cotton Exchange there came a need- 
ed file of the Commercial and Financial Chronicle for the years 
1916-1928. Mr. Joseph Ducros remembered the library with a 
number of historical works connecting Canada with Louisiana. 

Through exchange the library acquired, among many other 
desiderata, the publications of the Oklahoma Historical Society, 
as well as a set of the Virginia Magazine of History and Biog- 
raphy. Purchases included a nearly complete set of the publi- 
cations of the Boston Society of Natural History and a file of 
Gardening for the years 1880 to 1904. 

Large numbers of books were brought from the collection 
in arrears for cataloging. Many of these will make a part of 
the Rare Book treasures. Among them may be mentioned 
Durer Society Publications, Facsimiles of Manuscripts and In- 
scriptions issued by the Paleographical Society of London, Eng- 
lish political pamphlets of the 17th and 18th centuries and 
rare Americana in the form of songsters, early plays and dime 
novels. 

The genealogical collection was enriched through gifts of 
many works on heraldry and English county histories, sent by 
Miss Parrott, and through exchange, with the Yearbooks of the 
Holland Society of New York and the publications of the New 
York Historical Society. 

Last year your librarian was asked to assist in efforts to 
bring to New Orleans the planned Southern Agricultural Re- 
search Laboratory. Lists of the periodical holdings of the vari- 
ous libraries of the city in the fields of chemistry and agricul- 
ture were sent to those interested in bringing the laboratory to 
the city. In December the announcement was made that New 
Orleans had been selected as the site of the new laboratory in 
a competition with many other Southern cities. It is believed 
that present and future plans for library facilities in New Or- 
leans in which cooperation with the new laboratory was 
promised may have had some influence in the making of the 
decision. The library realized the need of beginning immedi** 
ately to strengthen its collection of books on agriculture and 
chemistry. Requests were sent out to experiment stations 
throughout the United States and abroad asking for their pub- 
lications. The response has been most generous. The library 
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now has available most such publications as are in print and 
many of the older works out-of-print were generously sup- 
plied by Mr. James J. Fortier, Director of the Louisiana State 
Museum. 

From the John Crerar Library of Chicago, was sent a help- 
ful collection of duplicate books and other material which had 
been a part of the library of Dr. H. E. Horton long a chemist 
with the American Steel and Wire Company. 

The library's pressing need of books to meet this new re- 
sponsibility seemed a good occasion on which to make an ap- 
peal for funds for this purpose. Letters were sent out to rep- 
resentative firms in and near New Orleans and to a few friends 
stating the situation and suggesting that modest donations 
would be welcomed. The response from many who have known 
of the library's record of a haK century of public service was 
gratifying. Many local business men contributed promptly and 
some gifts came from friends far distant. These funds are be- 
ing expended for reference material likely to be needed by re- 
search workers coming to the library. 

On the whole this has been a year in which it has been diffi- 
cult to find ways and means of doing all that was urgently re- 
quired. All expenditures of funds and efforts have been made 
in the hope that by the end of another year the library will be 
moving into its new quarters with whatever it has to contribute 
to the general welfare in the form of literature in properly ac- 
cessible form. 

The library lost by death on February 10, 1939, one of its 
good friends. Dr. Abraham Metz, who had served as a member 
of the Board of Trustees since 1911. Dr. Metz had known inti- 
mately members of the family which made the library possible 
and was at all times keenly interested in its welfare. The va- 
cancy on the Board of Trustees due to his death was filled by 
the election of Mr. John P. Labouisse. Mr. Chapman H. Hyams, 
Jr., a member of the Board since 1923 resigned as he no longer 
lives in this city. His place was filled by the election of Mrs. 
Flores Howard Sussdorf. 

The librarian would close this report by gratefully acknowl- 
edging the help which has come to him through counsel from 
members of the Board, from support from friendly hands and 
from a loyal and cooperative staff.
